His is none of thofe Pictures which are drawn to flatter, and 

embellifh the Object they reprefene ; on the contrary, it ex- 
pofes the imaginary or true faults of the Object. Hence it is 
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That the judicious Reader can never imagine, fay the Paris Jour. 
Nglifts, that this Work was writ by an Italian Prelate, and much 
lefs by a Domeftick of the Pope ; or if they are induced to be. 
lieve it, they muft needs fufpe€t that it is mix’d with foreign 
ftrokes and colours borrowed from the Country where it was 
printed. ; 

This Book contains fix Parts: The firft treats of the Origin of 
the Court of Rome. Our Author affures us, thac the Bi. 
{hops of Rome poflefs'd no Lands till the Time of Confantine, 
After this Emperor had tranflated the Seat of his Empire to Coz- 
ftantinople, the Authority of the Holy See began, according to 
him, to giin ground over Chriftendom in all Affairs of Religion, 
by calling and holding of Councils, and by Apoftclical Decrccs 
and Conftitutions, of which the Popes were Authors ard Arbiters, 
The Empire being afterwards difmembred, and the Popes im. 
proving that Divifion, they pleaded the Donation of the Empe: 
ror Conjtantine, who granted the City of Rome and its Territories 
to Pope Sy/vefter, and they made themfelves Sovercigns of it, 
’*Twas upon that Foundation, and to maintain the Glory of their 
Dignity, that they form’d a Court, created Officers, chofe Mi- 
nifters, and did all that Temporal Princes do to preferve their 
Eftates, and increafe their Power. 

* That Court being thus formed (adds our Author) new Nobi- 
* lity and new Families appear’d at Rome, which made Alliances, 
* formed Cabals, and attempted all that Avarice, Envy, Luxuiy, 
* Jealoufie and Ambition, prompted ‘other Courts to do. 

Our Author gives us the Charaéter of the Citizens of Rome , 
which is, ‘ To accommodate themfelves to the Temper of the 
* Pope-in Being, and to conform themfelves to his Humour. 

He defcribes the Management and Meafures which they com- 
monly take who afpire to the Dignity of Prelates,Cardinals,or the 
Sovereign Pontificate ; the Confederacics and Faftions of Gene- 
rals of Orders, to choofe fuch as they favour, and to exclude 
thofe of the contrary Party. He enters into the particulars of 
what paflés in the Conclave ; he relates after what manner they 
proceed to the Ele€tion of a Pope, by way of Compromite, !n- 
{piration, Scrutiny or Accefs ; and he explains the particulars as 
to the form of Scrutinies, which he fays has not hitherto been 
publifh’d. He finifhes this Firit Part with an Account of what is 
practisd after the Election of a Pope. 


We 
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We have in the Second Parr the Dominions, Jurifdiétion and 
Forces of the Pope, with the Prerogatives of the Magiftrates and 
Citizens of Rome. 

The Temporal Dominions of the Pope are divided into three 
Provinces, befides the County ot Venaijiin, and the City of Avig- 
nonin France. That of Ceneda in the Dominions of Venice ; the 
Jerritory and City of Bexevento in the Kingdom of Naples, 
which do Homage ro him, as does that of Svei/y, and th: Dutchy 
of Parma and Mafferen. The three Provinces in Ira/y are more 
than 300 Miles in length, and 160 in breadth. He reckons 
more than 60 fine Cities of the fecond and third Rank, hy put- 
ting Rome and Bolowia in the firlt, and feveral others in the fourth. 
They contain altogether at leaft 1800000 Inhabitants, who may 
furnifh 100000 Soldiers, fuppofing that of 18 Perfons there be 
but one capable to bear Arms. 

As for the Spiritual JurifdiGtion of the Pope, the Canonifts of 
theCourt of Rome make it to confift, 1. In a Right to afiemble 
Courcils. 2. In Appeals irom the Judgment of other Bifhops. 
3. In his Pre-eminence over all other Churches of the Worid. 
4. In its Infallibilicy. 

The Authority of the Sovereign Bifhop is combated in thofe 
four Particulars, by Examples, by the Authority of the famous 
Canoniit Father Quefne/, a Prieft of the Oratory, whom our Au- 
thor calls a Jefuir, and by reafonings. Our Author, to deftroy 
the Infallibility of the Pope, makes ufe of that which Pope Dz- 
mafus wrore to St. Ferom, to ask him the Explication of Pafft- 
ges of Holy Scripture, which that Pope could not underftand , 
from whence he concludes, that Pope Dama/us held St. Ferom 
to be more Infallible than himfelf'in Matters of Faith. 

We have here a Lift of all the Archbifhopricks that depend on 
the Pope, to the number of 91, under whom there are 536 Bi- 
{hops Suffragans, and in the dependance of thofe Archbifho- 
pricks and Bifhopricks 17200 Parifhes, 9500 Monafferies of Men, 
2400 Monafteries of Women, 3700 Abbeys of Men, 1000 Ab- 
beys of Women; from whence our Author draws this confe- 
quence, that if we don’t reckon above 8 or 9 Perfons in each 
Community, Monaftery and Abbey, the Pope has at leaft 300000 
Priefts or confécrated Perfons, ina {pecial manner at his Service. 

He paffes next to the Finances and Riches of the Pope, of 
which he has drawn up a ftate, and makes his Revenue amount 
to 20482645 Livres per Annum.

After having run through the Generals, and other Officers of 
the Armies of the Church, of the Pope’s Guard, and his Gallies, 
among whom is the Chamberlain of the Ripa, whom they call 
Chamberlain of the Grand Ripa, who has Jurifdi€tion over the 
Marines, our Author confiders the nature of the Government of 
the City of Rome in particular, and gives us an Idea of all the 
Offices cf the Magittrates, and of the ftate of the principal 
Citizens. 

The Governor of Rome is a Prelate deputed by the Pope, he 
remains only two Years in Office, except the Pope think fir to 
continue him longer. Hetakes place immediately after the Car- 
dinals, ard difputes Precedency with the Ambaffadors of Crown- 
ed Heads. He is Sovereign Judge of Criminal Caufes in Rome, 
and anticipates all-other Tribunals. He has under him two Ci- 
vil Lieutenants, and one’ Criminal, with an Affeffor, and feveral 
other Judges, a great number of Notaries or Secretaries, for 
thofe Offices are not diftinguifhed in Ita/y. He is attended by 
3c¢0 Archers or Sbirri’s, commanded by a Barigello. He has Au- 
dierce of the Pope twice a Week, to give him an Account of 
what pafits in the City, and to get him to fign Sentences of 
Death, without which they cannot be executed. 

Tie Senator isa Magiftrate who alone bears thar Name, and 
is chofen by the Pope’s Letter. He muft be born out of the City 
ot Rome, and received Doétor of the Civil and C2non Law in 
iome Univerfiry founded or authorized by the Pope. He has 
under him two Judges or Lieutenints of Civil Athaits, whom 
they call Collaterals, of whom the firft judges, by Appeal, the 
sentences pronounc’d by che fecond, with a third, to whom Ap- 
peals are brought from Sentences pronounc’d by the other two. 
There is a fourth, who is a Lieutenant Criminal, and condemns 
to Death at the firft inftance, but they may appeal from him to 
the three others, who take cognizance altogether of the Civil 
end Criminal Caufes of the Citizens and Inhabitants of Rove. 
The Senator does not affift ar Ceremonies where there are Am- 
baffadors of Crowned Heads, becaufe he difpetes Precedency 
with them, which they will not yield to him. 

The Grand Marefchal of Rome is an Office hereditary to the 
Family of Savel/i ; he that poflefles it has the Title of Perpetual 
Marefchal of the Church. He is alfo Marefchal of ihe Conclave 
during.the vacancy of the Holy See, has the keeping of the prin- 
cipal Gite of the Vatican, and places the reft of his eS

for September, 1707. 519 
fore the Caftle of St. Ange/o, during which the Governor of the 
City takes care of all the other Pofts. 

The Roman Confervators are three others collateral to the Se- 
nator, who have their Tribunals in the Capitol. Their Jurif- 
di€tion confifts in preferving the ancient Cuftoms of Rome, and 
feeing the Statutes obferv’d. They are chang’d every 3 Months, 
and chofen by Ballotting, as the Captains of the 14 Quarters of 
Rome, whom they call Caporioni, 1. e. Captains of the Quarters, 
When thofe Caporioni leave their Office, they nime each 6 Per- 
fons to fucceed them; they put all their Names into an Urn, 
and the 14 firft that ate drawn fucceed tn their Place. They 
chufé one of them for Prior, and he afhi'ts the three Conforva- 


tors in the Adminiftration of Jultice, and in all other Funétions, ° 
A ‘-

which are particularly to regulate Weights and Meatures, and to 
punifh thofe who fell Commodities at too high a rate; they 
take care to repair the Walls of the City, and the Aqueduéts. 
Under the Palace of the Confervators, every Trade has their 
Confulate, or thofe who are appointed to C2termine Ditterences 
that happen concerning -their Trades. 

The Confervators are alfo ordinary Judges of Appeals broughe 
in from the Confulates. They grant the Right oi Burgherthip, 
they have Right to choofe the Officers whom they fend to the 
Domains of the People of Rome , they enjoy feveral Rights, and 
the Revenues of 4 great Villagés near Rome, of which they arc 
Lords. Thefe Confervators, whilft the See is vacant, guard eich 
in their turns the Way by which the Cirdinails Victuals pafS icra 
the Conclave, and the Coporioa: arm the Citizens for the Defince 
of theCity, go the Rounds all Night, and Patrole cach in his 
Diftrict. 

The Governor of the Prifons of Rome isa Clerk of the Apofto- 
lical Chamaber, whofe Office lafts only one Year. He is chofen 
by Lott in the College of the three Nations, German, Erench 
and Spaniards, His Power extends to all that concerns the deten- 
tion and treatment of Prifoners, and to procure their relicf and 
liberty. 

The Overfeer of Streets is a Magiftrate who has his Tribunal 
inthe Capitol, his Office is conferr’d upon him by the Pope. 

There are fometimes two Gentlemen, Romans of the firft Qua- 
lity, inftall’d in this Oifice ; they are call'd Maeftri di Srradz, 
Mafters of the Streets or Ways. They take care of repairing the 
Streets and Pavements, Bridgesand Ways, as well in the City as 
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Country ; of the Walls and Publick Buildings, Boundaries, Inhe- 
ritances, Fountains, Aquedu€ts and Canals. They continue in 
Office during the Pope’s pleafure, but he never takes it from 
them without a Canfe. They have an Affeffor, who is Doftor 
of Laws, a Notary, with three Minifters of Juftice, to judge in 
the firft in tance Differences that arife upon this Subject. 

The Governor they call Prefetlws Annona, has the infpeétion 
of all the Grain. He is a Prelate chofen from among the Clerks 
of the Apoftolical Chamber, by the Pope’s Nomination and Com- 
miffion. He has ten Officers under him, to aflift him in the exe. 
cution of his Office, viz. a Commiffary-General, the Commi{fa- 


. ries Subftitute, an Accomptant, a Keeper of the Grain, a Keeper 


of the Keys of the Granaries plac’d by the Treafurer-General, and 
another plac’d by himfelf ; two Intendants to Meafure the (orn, 
an Exa€ter, a Secretary, and aClerk whom he fends to the Gates 
of the City, to cake an Account of all the Corn that comes into 
Rome. This Governor has a Tribunal with a Regifter, Archers 
with their Captain, and feveral Officers in all the Places of his 
Jurifdiion, which is extended through all the Patrimony ot 
St. Peter, Sabina, Campania de Roma, as tar as the Borders ot 

laples, Tufcany, Venice, and Sienna. The Commiffaries buy 
at the Price he appoints all the Corn they find; he leaves only 
a certain quantity in each Family, but always lefs than they 
have need of for a Year. After he has fll’d his Magazines with 
it, he raifes the price, and fo enriches himfelf at the expence of 
the Publick. 

There is alfo a Governor of Provifions, who is a Clerk chofen 
by lott, who during the Courfe of the Year makes a Book ot 
Rates of all the Provifions, which he feffens or raifes according 
to the Scarcity or Plenty of the different Seafons of the Year. 

Theré are at Rome only three Cuftom-Houfes, one for Lind, 
and another for Sea, for all the Merchandize brought to Rome 
by Land or Water. They pay 10 per Ceat. upon Import of that 
which comes by Land, and 12 upon what comes by Water. The 
third is the Cuftom Houfe of Wine, which they call the Cuftom- 
Houfe of Study, becaufe the Revenues of it pays the Lecturers 
Salaries, or other Officers of the College of Wifdom, where 
there is a great Library open to people of all Nations. 

The Account of thofe Magiftrates, and of the feveral Officers 
of the City of Rome, is follow’d by three Liits ; the firltis of all 
the Inhabitants of Rome, and other Subjc&ts of the Pope. Ac 
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for September, 1707, 521 
cording to this Lift, there is in Rome 123131 Inhabitants, and in 
Italy near 2 Millions of Subje€ts; and they reckon at leaft So 
Millions of Chriftians, who depend upon the Spiritual Jurifdi- 
Etion of the Pope. The 2d Lift is of the Rowmaz Princes, and the 
Pope’s Nephews. The third is of the Families which have fpe- 
cial Prerogatives in Rome, the chief of which are the Urfimi, Co- 
lonna, Conti, and Savellt. 

The third Part of this Book relates to the Nature of all the 
Offices and Employments of the Minifters of the Ecclefiaftical 
State, and of the Pope’s Domefticks. 

In the firft place, the Pope, as Bifhop of Rome, has for Vicar- 
General a Bifhop, who fince the Time of Prus IV. has been al- 
ways a Cardinal. This Vicar-General is for Life; he is the 
proper Judge of all Ecclefiafticks, as alfo of the Jews and Whores 
that are in Rome, and its Diftri€t. He confers the Sacrament of 
Confirmation, and all Holy Orders. He has the Right to vific 
all Churches, Monafteries, Hofpitals, and other pious Piaces, 
excepting thofe of Foreign Nations, which are exempted. He 
has a Vicegerent, who is atways a Bifhop, to aflift him in his 
Epifcopal Functions. He has alfo a Lieutenant, who isa Prelate, 
not a Bifhop, Referendary of both Signatures, to take Cognizance 
of the Caufes that belong to his Jurifdi€tion, and a Lay-Judge 
Criminal, for the Crimes of the Clerks and Regulars. The Great 
Vicar is Judge of Caufes relating to Marriages. He has 4 Nota- 
ries or Regifters, a Provoft, and a Band of Archers and Sergeants. 

The Grand Penitentiary is another Cardinal, who only has 
power to abfolve all Cafes referved to the Pope. He has {even 
other Penitentiaries, called Minors, in every Church, ordained 
for divers Nations, whofe Language thofe Penitentiaries mult 
underftand. Thofe of St. Peter are Jefnits, thofe of St. Fobn de 
Latran Francifcans, and thofe of St. Mary Major Dominicans. 
The Grand Penitentiary comes to the feveral Churches, by turns, 
8 days before Ex/fer, to hear Confeffions. He gives Difpenta- 
tions to marry within forbidden Degrees, legitimaics Battards ; 
He difpences alfo with faults concerning Holy Orders, Vows, and 
Simony. He gives leave to keep feveral Beneticzs. He abfolves 
Murthers, in fero Confcientia , and as to what relates to Clerks, 
his Abfolution takes place in Civil Courts. He depures ordinary 
Confeffors, to abtolve in his place thofe that have referv’d Ca- 
ies, and cannot come 0 Rome becaule of lawful impediments. 
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The Office of the Chancellor is fold at Rome, and-cofts 100000 
Crowns ; he who executes it muft be a Cardinal, and has it 
for life. He takes only the Title of Vice-Chancellor, tho’ there 
be no other Chancellor. It is he that takes care of difpatching 
the Apoftolical Letters, Bulls, and all Petitions figned by the 
Pope, except thofe who are difpatched by Brief, /d annuda Pij- 
catoris. ~ 

The Regent of the Apoftolical Chancery is eftablifhed by a 
Patent from the Vice-Chancellor, who gives him power to com- 
mit all Caufes of Appeals to the Referendaries and Auditors of 
the Rota. He diftributes them by Order, that every one may 
be employ’d in his Courfe, and partake of the Profit. 

Thefe Referendary Prelates, whom they call the Abbreviators 
helonging to the Courts of Judicature, are 12 innumber. Thefe 
Offices are alfo fold, and there are 6 nam/d by the Vice-Chancel- 
lor ; the reftare at the Pope’sdifpofal. The Abbreviators ot the 
great Court of Judicature draw up the Minutes of the Bulls, up- 
on Petitions fign’d by the Pope, and examine them after they are 
writ upon Parchment ; they fend them afterwards to the Abbre- 
viators of the leffer Courts of Juftice, who tagg them with the 
aififtance of the Apoftolick Regifters or Clerks. 

The Office of the Pope’s firft Secretary of State, is ordinarily 
given to one of the Cardinal Nephews, and is always given to 
fome Cardinal. The 1e other Secretaries, who have the repar- 
tion of the Provinces of the Ecclefiaftical State, depend fo muck 
upon him, that they do nothing without confulting him. The 
Cardinal Secretary figns by the Pope’s Order all Letters direéted 
to Princes, Nuncio’s, Vice Legates, Governors, Rulers, and the 
Patents of all thofe who are fertled for the Government and Ad- 
miniftration of Juftice in all the Ecclefiaftical State ; but the 
Grants of Governments of Cities, and great walled Towns, thefe 
of Legates, Vice-Legates, and Prefidents, are diipatched by a 
Brief, fab annulo Pifcatoris. All the Ambaffadors of Princes, 
after having had Audience of the Pope, ‘vifit the Cardinal Secre- 
tary, before they go to any of the Magiftrates of Rome. The 
other Secretaries, which are properly but Under-Secretaries of 
State, are obliged by the Duty of their Office to write all the 
Minutes the Cardinal Secretary has need of, and to write fair all 
the Letters and Patents which he is to fign. 

The Pope has a Secretary, who is always a Cardinal. This 
Secretary has under him more or lefs of the Under-Secretarics, 
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as the Pope pleafes. Thefe Offices are neither vendible nor du- 
ring life. They ferve half'a Year, and their bufinefs confifts on- 
ly to write fome little Notes in the Popz’s Clofet, to write fair 
fome Letters or Billets, of which he gives them the Minutes, 
and to keep fome Regifters or Pocket-Books, which contain a 
Journal-of Things; the Memory of which is needful to be pre- 
ferved. 

here are Secretaries of the tax’d BriefS, which are Letters 
difpatch’d /ub annulo Pifcatcris, the Pope having three forts of 
Seals or Signets. The firlt is eazulus Pifcatoris, which has the 
Picture of St. Peter holding a Line and Hookinthe Water. °Tis 
made ufe of only for Briefs, which are difpatched with the Seal 
of red Wax. The ftcond for Bulls, which have a Medal of 
Lead, with the Picture of St. Peter and St. Paw/, with a Crofs 
on ove fide, and a Statue with the Name of the prefenr Pope on 
the other fide. The third is only usd for the Pope’s particular 
Aifiiss. There is fometimes 24 of thofe Secretaries who pre- 
pare chofe Briefs, among whom the Pope choofes one for bis 
Demeftick Prelate and Referendary, and to him he gives an Ap- 
partment in his Palace, and a Table as he does to his particular 
Secretaries. Thefe 24 Offices are purchafed, and all vacant at 
the Pupe’s death. 

The Secretary of the Secret Briefs draws up thofe which are 
@der'd him by the Cardinal Nephew, or failing him, by the Car- 
dinal Patron, who is the firft Minifter, or elfe by the Secretary 
of State. The Minutes they make are feen by no body, nor 
‘figned by the Cardinal Governor of the Briefs, but the Extraéts 
are given to Perfons in whofe favour they are granted, and are 
figned and fealed by the Cardinal Patron, who keeps the Mi- 
nutes till the Pope’s death ; and when the See is vacant, he fends 
them to the Regifters of the Caftle of St. Angelo. The Office of 
the Secretary of Secret Briefs is in the Pope’s difpofal, and he 
that is put in the Office does not co:nmunicate the Minutes to 
any but thofe to whom the Popeordershim. Thefe fecret Briefs 
contain ordinarily Difpenfations or Privileges that the Pope grants 
to Soverzign States, and Perfons of Note that he has a Mind to 
favour. 

The Prefect of the tax’d Briefs isa Cardinal, whofe Office is 
fold for Life. He revifes all the Minutes, and féals all the Co- 
pics of the tax’d Briefs. 
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The Office of the Prefe&t of the Signature of Grace is given on- 
ly to aCardinal. His principal Funétion is to prefide over all the 
Prelates that affift at the Signature of Grace, which is done be. 
fore the Pope every Tuefday or Saturday. He is likewife to fign 
ail the Petitions or Rcquefts prefented to this Affembly, where 
there are at leaft 12 Cardinals. He affifts the 12 Reterendary 
Prelates there, who have a Voice at the Signature of Juflice, with 
fome Officers ; but neither of them have deliberative Voices for 
Affairs which concern the Signature of Grace. 

The Jurifdi€tion of the Prefect of the Signature of Juftice, con- 
fifts in appointing Judges for Perfons injurd, to reform the Sen- 
tences of ordinary Judges, which is done every Thurfday in the 
Aflimbly of 12 Prelates, who are the ancienteft Referendaries of 
the Signature, and have deliberative Voices. The Pope gives 
this Office only to a Cardinal. As the Decrees of this Pretec 
are difpatched, fome by Letters figned by his Hand, and others 
by Brief; he has for that end two Officers under him, one is cal. 
led Prefedus de Minutis, who after having writ and figned them, 
fends them back to the other called Matter of the Briefs, becaufe 
he draws Briefs from the Minutes he has received ; afterwards 
he fends to the Secretary of Briefs, to fign thofe that are taxed. 
They have added within thefe laft 20 Years, to thefe Offices, 
three Offices of Revifors of Commiffions of Signature of Juttice, 
which are fold to Prelates. . 

The number of Referendary Prelates of both Signatures is not 
limited; they are not Offices, but Titles of Honour, which the 
Pope gives to Perfons of Quality and Learning. The 12 moft 
ancient are called Votand: di Signatura, becaufe they have deli- 
berative Voices in the Affémblies where they are; ard the other 
are called Proponenti, i.e. Reporters, and thofe have not a de- 
liberative Voice. ) 

The Datary’s Office and the Pope’s Chancery was formerly 
one and the fame, tho’ they have now made two Tribunals of 
it, becaufe of the abundance of BufinefS. They have fuch a re- 
lation one to the other,that the Chancery only difpatches what is 
pafsd by the Datary. The Datary is a Prelate, and fometimes 
a Cardinal, deputed by the Pope to receive all Petitions about 
grants of Benefices. He is authorifed to grant, without confult- 
ing the Pope, Benefices that exceed not the value of 24 Ducats 


per Annum 5, but for thofe above that Sum, he muft take care 


that the Provifions be fign’d by his Holinefs. uh 
€ 
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The Under-Datary has almoft as much Authority as the Da- 
tary; and, as well as the orher, js put into his Office by the 
Pope ; but he has no power to beltow any Benefice, without 
confulting the Pope, or the Cardinal-Datary. . For the expedi- 
tion of a Bull or Difpenfation, when a Benefice is vacant by 
Death, they muft addrefs themfeives to the per Obitum, who is 
a Subftirute of the Datary, by Commiffion. In all other Ca- 
fes, and for all other Favours, as Kefignation, Permutation, €c. 
they muft addrefs themfelves to the Datary himfelf, or to the 


Under-Datary, unlefs, by means of fome Cardinal, or Ambaffa-- 


dor, they have Credit enough to prefent the Petition to‘ the 
Pope himfelf, who fends it back afterwards to the Datary, by 
ordering him to favour the Petitioner. After the Datary has 
{ubfcrib’d the Petition in thefe terms, Axmuit Saxéfiffimus, he 
draws up a fecond Petition, in form, with the Claufes and Re. 
ftriftions to be inferted-in the Bull; he carries it afterwards to 
the Under-Duatary, who writes unde-neath the Summary of what 
is containd in it, and gives it to the Datary. This latter pre- 
fents the Petition to the Pope, who figns it, and grants the Fa- 
vour petition’d for in thefe Words, Frat wt petitur ; then the 
fame Datary remits the Petition to the Componend. 

The Prefeét of the Componend is fetled to tax Petitions, which 
are to pay according to the importance of the Cafe, and the ga- 
ture of Things. When they have paid the Sum agreed on, or 
have been taxed, they give the Petition to an Officer, call’d The 
Officer of the fmall Dates, who takes care to know on what Day 
they are figned, and to mark it underneath. This Petition, figned 
and dated, pafles afterwards through the hands of the Revifors, 
and other Officers, beforemention’d. 

There are four Revifors to the Datary-Office, named by the: 
Pope, and they execute their Offices only by Commiffion. The 
Petitions having been revifed and corre€ted, they carry them to 
the Regifters, who enter them. The Mafter of the Regifter, to 
whom thefe Petitions are communicated, compares them Word 
for Word, and then writes his Name on the back of each, in the 
middle of a great R, which fignifies Regifter. The Petitions 
thus regifter’d, return again to the Datary, who puts the date to 
ic, with thefe Words, Detum Rome apud S. &c. expreffing the 
name of the Place where the Pope is, with the date of the Year 
and Day, which is mark’d upon cach Petition. From thence 
came the name of the Datary. Thefe Petitions are afterwards 


put. 
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Put into the hands of an Officer, whom they call De Miffs, i. <. 
Difpatches, who remits them to thofe of the Regent of the 
Chancery. He diftributes the Petitions to one of the Prelate 
Abbreviacors of the great Courc of Juftice. This Prelate draws, 
or rakes his Subfticute draw up, the Minute of the Bull, which 
he remits to one of the 100 Apoftolical Clerks, who writes it 
at length upon the Parchment, and all the Clerks together tax 
what is to be paid to their Body, according to the value of the 
Benctice, or the importance of the Matter. 

It is very remarkable, that the Bulls which go out of the Da- 
tary, pafs through the hands of more than a thoufand Perfons, 
dittributed into fifteen Offices, to whom they pay proportionably 
to what they have given the Apoftolical Clerks, their Tax ierving 
as 2 Rule to the others that follow. . 

This third part contains five Chapters, where our Author gives 
an Account of the principal Offices of thofe who ferve the Pope 
as Prince and Head of the Church, among whom the Maitcr of 
the Apoftolical Palace holds the firft Rank. A Dominican Fryar 
always enjoys that Office. He isin a manner Curate to the 
Pope’s Family, and Judge-Ordinary to the Printers and Buc kicl- 
lers, who can neither publifh nor fell any Book without his per- 
miffion. The other principal Officers of the Pope’s Houfe, are, 
a Major-Domo, or Mafter of the Hovfhold , two Gentlemen, 
who arecall’d Mafters of the Chamber; the great Cup-bearer, 
who prefents the GlafS to the Pops upon a Salver; the Scalco, 
who orders the Difhes to be carried to the Table; the Carver, 
and the chief Harbinger. There are alfo cight fecret Chamber- 
Jains, who divide among themfelves all the Prefents that are 
made them; and the Pope choofes one of thofé to be his fecret 
Treafurer ; another of them is made Mafter of the Wardrobe 
to keep all the filver Plate, Jewels and Shrines for Relicks, and 
Agnus Deis ;. the Popes’s Ordinary Phyfician is alfo one of the 
fecret Chamberlains. The Pope’s fecret Chaplains ferve him at 

MefS, aad affift him in faying the Office of the Breviary. There 
are more Chamberlains of Honour, who are Prelates of the firft 
Quality: The Pope choofes ordinarily one of them a Frenchman, 
another a German,and the third a Spaniard. TheChamberlains of 
the Bouffole, which are a fort of Door-keepers, becaufe they 
keep the Door of the Pope’s Chamber. The Chamberlains 
without the Walls, fo call’d, becaufe they accompany the Pope 
in publick Cayalcades, and follow him out of the Vatican. The 
Pope 
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Pope choofés a Gentleman of Rome to be Mafter of his Stables, 
called Cavalarizzo, The Pope has twelve Officers that carry 
red Stafts, and twelve others that carry filver Maces, and march 
oo him in habit of Ceremony, when he appears in pub- 
lick. 

The Pope’s Sexton, call’d Prefett of the Veltry, is always a 
Fryar of the Order of the Hermits of St. Auguftin: He keeps 
the Ornaments and Veffils of Gold and Silver ot the Veftry. He 
diftributes the Relicks, and figns the Memorials of Indul- 

ences. 
. The Pope’s Library-Keepergis a Cardinal, called the Library- 
Keeper of the Vatican. He has under him two Deputies. 

The Pope has fix Mafters of Ceremonies; two of whom are 
called Participants, and the other four Supernumeraries, 

The laft Chapter contains a Lift of 180 feveral little Offices of 
the Pope’s Family, as Affiftants, Valers de Chambre, Footmen, 
Grooms of the Stable, Controlers, Guardians, Gardeners, &c, 

The fourth part of this Work is taken up with what relates to 
the four Tribunals or principal Afiemblies of the Court of Rome, 
which are the College of Cardinals, the Tribunal of the Rota, 
the Apoftolical Chamber, and Confiftory. . 

The College of Cardinals is the Sefhate of the Church of 
Rome. They are Counfellors in Ordinary to the Pope. The 
Titles of Seventy Cardinals are divided into three Orders. The 
firft is of Bifhops, to the number of fix; the fecond Order is of 
Priefts, to the number of fifty; and the third is of fourteen 
Deacons. When the Pope promotes any Cardinals, he gives 
them the Title of Prieft, or Deacon, as he Judges fit, and af- 
terwards they come to the Office of a Bifhop by right of Senio- 
rity, affuming the Title of thofe that die. They take their Rank 
according to their Promotion and the Order of Title which they 
have, the Prieft having the Precedency of the Deacons, tho’ the 
latter be Bifhops, becaufe they have no fuch Title in the College 
without chufing it. None but the Cardinals which are a&tually 
at Rome when the Title is vacant have the Privilege to chufe. So 
among the Cardinals, meer Clerks have fometimes the Title of 
Pricfts, and Priefts have no other but that of Deacons, while the 

. Bifhops have only Titles which oblige them to give place to the 
. Priefts and Deacons, who have chofen the Title of Bifhops. 
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The firft Cardinal Bifhop, the firft Cardinal Prieft, and the 
firft Cardinal Deacon, are called Heads of Orders, and in this 
Quality they have the Prerogative in the Conclave to receive Vi- 
fits from Ambaffidors, and to give Audience to Magiftrates. 

The Cardinal, whofe Promotion is the ancienteft, or who has 
.a Privilege to chufe the firft Title of the Cardinals, who is he of 
Oftia, is Dean of the Sacred College, and he has Right to confe- 
crate the Pope, when he is chofen from among the Cardinals 
who are not Bifhops. Our Author enlarges here upon the Privi- 
leges of Cardinals, whofe Dignity and Privileges are well enough 
known. 

The Cardinals chufe annually ‘one from among themfelves to 
be Chamberlain or Treafurer of their Society, he differs from 
the Pope’s Chamberlain in this, that the latter is for Life, and 
the former only for a Year; the Ele€&tion is made by Order of 
Seniority, and has place only in favour of’ thofe who refide a€tu- 
ally at Rome. He that is provided with this Office has Right to 
receive all the Revenues belonging to the College of Cardinals in 
common, and to diftribute them at the end of every Year by equal 
Portions to the Cardinals who are then at Rome, for thofe who 
are abfent have no fhare in it after they are 6 Months retis’d 
from Court. : 

The Cardinals have a conftant Secretary, who is always an 
[talian,sand an annual under Secretary, whom they call Clerc Na- 
tienal, becaufe he is interchangeably a French Man, German and 
Spaniard; his Office obliges him to fupply the want of the Se- 
cretary, and to be prefent in the Confiftory and Congregations of 
Cardinals. 

The Secretary of the College of Cardinals enters into the 
Conclave when the See is vacant, and writes Letters, which aic 
difpatched in Name of the College, and figned by the 3 Cardi- 
nals, who are Heads of Orders, : 

The Tribunal of the Rota is like the Pope’s Parliament, it is 
compos’d of 12 Prelates, among whom one is to be a German, 
one a French Man, and 2 Spaniards, all of them being nam’d by 


_ their refpeCtive Sovereigns; the other 8 are Ira/ians, 3 of which 


are to be Romans,one a Boloneze, one a Ferrarezejone a Malaneze, 
one a Vexetian, and one a Tufcan. Every Auditor has 4 Notaries, 
or Regifters, and the ancienteft-Auditor performs the Duty of Pre- 
fident, they take Cognizance by Appeal of all Proceffes in the 
Ecclefiaftical State, ln order to carry a Caufe there muft f 3 

en- 
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Sentences, one pronounc’d by the 4 firft Judges, another by the 
fecond, and another] by the 4 laft, thofe Prelates give as many 
Sentences, called Decifions, as there are controverted Points in a 
Procefs, and when thofe Sentences shave been pronounc’d they 
may alfo fue before the Pope at the Signature of Grace, which is 
a kind of civil Requeft. 

The Judge of the Confidences de /a Rota has Right to take 
Cognizance, if in Refignations and Permutations ot Benefices 
oe be any Favour or Simoniacal Contraét; this is a Venal 
Oifice. | 

The Hearer of Obje€tions de /a Rota is an Officer, whofe Fun- 
Etion relates to 2 Points, the one is to examine the Cafes of thofe 
that are cited to compear before the Judge of Confidences, the 
other is to hear the Replies or Pleadings of thofe who declare 
themfelves Parties again{t one another. 

The Correétor of the Obje€tions de /2 Rota is the Auditor's Sub- 
{titute, he makes an exaét Review of all the Procedures and Ca- 
fes of the Parties that plead, and takes care that all the A&ts and 
other Pieces, which ought to obtain Credit in a Court of Judica- 
ture, be authentick, and in good Form. 

There is an Advocate and Attorney of the Poor, who are hired 
by the Tribunal of the Roza to write grats, plead, give Counfel, 
and do all that is neceffary in the Caufes of the Poor for the 
Maintenance of their juft Rights. 

. II. The Apoftolical Chamber is the Council of the Finances, 
which has the Dire€tion of all the Pope’s Domaines, it is com- 
pofed of a Cardinal Chamberlain, the Governor of Rome, a Trea- 
furer General, an Auditor, a Prefident, an Advocate General, a 
Proétor Fifcal, a Commiffary, and 12 Clerks of the Chamber, 
of which one is Prefeus Axnone, another the Prefeé& of all forts 
of Provifions, the third Prefe&t of the Prifoas, and the fourth 
Prefe&t of the Streets; the other 8 are deputed to take Cogni- 
zance of divers Caufes, each in a particular Chamber and Council, 

The Treafurer-General of the Apoftolical Chamber takes Cog- 
nizance of Caufes concerning the robbing of Priefts, unlawful 
Traffick, and Revenues ill acquir’d ; he has particular Directions 
to receive the Rents and Revenues of the Chamber; he revifes 
the Accounts of Minifters and Officers, and prefides in what they 
call the Mounts of Piety. 
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The Auditor of the Apoftolical Chamber is Judge Ordinary 
in the firtt Inftance, and his Jurifdi€tien is extended over all the 
lewd Women Subjeéts to the Pope and Foreigners; he is alfo 
Judge of all Merchants, and of all Caufes of the Ecclefiaftical 
State, of which Appeals isebrought before him, he has Right 
privatively of all others to force thofe to pay who are indebted 
to the Chamber; he has a Right to try Criminal Caufes by way 
of Prevention; he has under him 2 Civil Lieutenants, who are 
always Prelates, and a Lieutenant-Criminal, with 2 Judges or 
Affeffors, a Provoft, and feveral Archers. 

The Office of Commiffary is almoft the fame with that of Ge- 
neral Procurator, he gives his Conclufions upon all that concerns 
the Apcftolical Chamber, and defends the-Interefts of the Pope 
in all the Tribunals of the Ecclefiaftical State when the Matter 
concerns the Finances. 

The Advocate and Pro€tor Fifcal of the Apoftolical Chamber 
ey alfo the Interefts of it, the one by Law, and the other 

y Fa€t, 

The Confiftory of Cardinals is the Pope’s Council of State, of 
which there are 3 forts, the Secret Confiftory, the Demi-fecret 
Confiftory, and the Publick Confiftory , ’tis in the firft that the 
Pope deliberates with the Cardinals alone and in fecret about the 
moft important Affairs, after having heard every one of them ir 
particular ;, they propofe Bifhopricks in this Secret Confiftory, 
they preconize Bifhops, and grant the Pall to Archbifhops, it is 
held ordinarily every fourteen Days, and on a Monday: The 
Demi-fecret Confiftory is held alfo on a Monday, but more fel- 
dom than the Secret Confiltory, becaufe they only determine there 
fuch Affairs as concern the Ecclefiaftical State, with Relation to 
the Differences that the Pope has fometimes with Sovereign Pow- 
ers, and in this Cafe none but the Perfons concetn’d:in the Affair 
in hand, and who meddle with tnaofe Cafes are admitted to 
{peak in the Confiftory, The Publick Confiftory is an Affembly 
where the Pope. receives publickly, in Prefence of the Apoftolical 
College, the Ambaflador’s of Crown’d Heads and Sovereign States, 
who come to render him folemn Obedience. 

The Advocates of the Confiftories are employ’d in making Dif- 
courfes and. Harangues in the Publick, Secret and Demi-fecret 
Confiftories, they are.not above 12 in Number, and are all in the 
Pope’s Nomination; they have Power to create Do&tors of both 


Laws in the College of Wifdom, one.of them is Re€tor, and ‘on 
sakes. 
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takes care to receive the Revenue., and fee that the Penfions of 
the publick Leéturer be paid. 

The College of the Apoftolical Protonotaries is alfo fixed to 
the Number of 12, they are Prelates, and frequently Keferenda- 
ries of the Signatures of Grace and Juftice; their Office is to‘re- 
ceive Cardinal’s Teftaments, to make all the Informations and ne- 
ceffary Procedures for the Canonization of Saints, and moft im- 

ortant Aéts touching the Pope’s Perfon and the Ecclefiafticab 
State they are call’d by the Name of Participants, to diftingvifl 
them from the Apoftolical Protonotaries ad honeres, who are 
created by the Favour of the Cardinal Legates,and cannot perform 
the Funétions of Participants. 

The Cengregations of Cardinals are the Subje& of the fifth 
part of this Book, they are Affemblies, where there are feveral 
Cardinals and the Pope’s Minifters of State, with the Cardinals, 
who are the Heads of thefe Congregations, they are 21 or 22 in 
Number, of which the firft is the Confiftorial Congregation, in- 
ftituted by Pope S:xtus V. to prepare Matters to be deliberated 
upon in the Confiftory in Prefence of the Pope. The Cardinal 
Dean is the Head of this Congregation, in his Abfence the Pope 
chufes whom he pleafes of the Apoftolical College to prefide in 
this Affernbly ; the Matters which they ordinarily treat of there 
are new Erections of Archbifhopricks and Cathedral Churches, 
Reunions, Suppreffions, and Refignations of Bifhopricks, Coad- 
jutories, and Alienations of Eccleliaftical Revenues. 

The Congregation of the Sacred Office, or of the Inquifition, 
was inftituted by Pope Paw/ III. they take Cognizance of Herefies 
and new Opinions, of Magick and Sorceries, of the Abufe of the 
Sacraments, and of the Condemnation of pernicious Books ; it is 
ordinarily compos’d of 12 Cardinals, of a Number of Prelates, 
and feveral Divines of divers Orders, Secular and Kegular, call’d 
Confultors and Qualificators of the Sacred Office; none but Car- 
dinals have a deliberative Voice in this Congregation. There igs 
another Congregation held in the Palace of the Sacred Office eve- 
ry Monday to prepare Matters, upon which the Cardinals are to 
give a definitive Judgment in the Affembly of Inquifition. - 

The Congregation de propaganda fide, or for the Propagation of 
Faith, was founded by Gregory XV. where they confider ali that 
may be of Advantage to the Roman Religion. 

There are 2 other Congregations eftablifh’d, one for the Inter- 
prétation of the Council of — and the other, called the Jz- 
XX 2 dex 
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dex, for the Examination of fufpected Books which were pub- 
lifh’d before that Council was hild, and thofe that have deen 
compos’d fice. | 

Pope Urbain VIII. eftablifh’d another Congregation for the 
Immunities of Church-men, and for thofe of the Knights of Maz. 
tha, to avoid Quarrels about Jurifdi€tion between kcclefiaftical 
and Secular Judges concerning Differences which arife upon 
that account in Matters Civil or Criminal. 

Among thefe Congregations are thefe of Bifhops and Regulars, 
to regulate Differences between Bifhops and other Diocefans, and 
Difputes that happen among Regulars of all the Monaftick Or- 
ders; that for the Trial of Bifhops, who in Ita/y cann’t be confe- 
crated till they have undergone a Trial upon Queftions of Divi- 
nity and Canon-Law; that for the Manners of Bifhops, where 

, they examine the Certificates of their Life and Manners, and that 
for the Refidence of Bifhops, which obliges or difpenfes, accord- 
ing to what is expedient and neceflary, with the Kefidence of all 
the Bifhops and Abbots of Ita/y in their Churches. 

The other Congregations are, that for fuppreffing Monafteries, 
they regulate the Pretenfions of Founders and Benefaétors; that 
of the Apoftolical Vifitation, which names Commiffiries to vifit 
the 6 Suffragan Bifhopricks of the Holy See, thefe Commiffaries, 
after having vifited the Churches and Monafteries of both Sexes, 
as well in the City as Country, make their Report of the Strate 
they found them in; the laft is that of Relicks, Indulgences, and 
Rites or Ceremonies of the Church. 

The preceding Congregations are held for the Spiritual Go- 
vernment, thofe that follow are for the Temporal Affairs of the 
Pope’s Dominions. 

The moft important is that of the Cox/ulte, the chief Minifter 
of the Pope for the Time is the Prefect of this Congregation, in 
Quality of Superintendant General of the Ecclefiaftical State, they 
take Cognizance. of all Crimes committed in the Pope’s Domi- 
nions in Ita/y; except in the City of Rome, and in 2 or 3 o- 
ther Cities. No Governors of Cities or Provinces execute any 
thing of Importance without giving the Confu/te an account of 
it, and receiving their Orders; they can only condemn to the 
Galleys, and thofe that are fo condemned may appeal to the 
Confulte. There is a particular and preliminary Congregation , 
wherein they propofe a Day before the Affembly of the Con/x/te, 
all the Matters upon which they are to come to a final Refolve 
the Day following. The 
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The Confult, till the time of Cement VIII. took care to pro- 
vide Cities and Provinces with good Governours, and todo Ju- 
ftice to the People for the Mifdemeanors of their Magiftrates; 
but becaufe of the multiplicity of Affairs, this Pope eftablifh’d 
the Congregation of good Government, which judges alfo about 
the Affairs of Taxes, and thofe of Societies and Cities, as Col- 
le€tions and other Contributions. There is another Congregation 
united to this, where the fame Deputies take Cognizance of 
fuch Offices as are defired to be laid afide. 

The laft Congregations are for Money, building of Churches, 
and to take care of Rivers, Bridges, Aqueduéts, and High- 
Ways. | 

The fixth and laft Part contains the Ceremonies of the Pope’s: 
Court, as well thofe for Religion, as for the State. Our Au- 
thor defcribes in ten Chapters the Ceremonies of the Pope’s Co- 
ronation, the Pontifical Habits and Ornaments, which he ufes in 
faying Ma{s, and which he puts on at publick Fungtions, The 
Ceremonies obferv'd by thofe who kifs his Feet, Cwhich they call 
the Adoration of the Pope) and thofe he obferves when he takes 
pofiefion of his Office. The Pope holds a Chappel ordinarily 
forty times a Year for Mafles: He is accuftom’d to celebrate 
three, vis. on Eaffer-Sunday, Pentecoft, and Chriftmas-Day , 
thirty are fung by Cardinals, and feven by Archbifhops, and Bi- 
fhops affifting, which is done with great Pompand Magnificence. 
They appoint here the Office as well as the Order and Preceden- 
cy of Prelates, and their place of Sitting. When they are about 
to go out of the Chappel, the Cardinal Archprieft of the Great 
Church, where the Mafs was celebrated, prefents a Purfe to the 
Pope, in which there are 25 Julio’s of old Money pro bene can- 
rata Miff2, for having fung Mais well; thefe aie their own 
Terms: The Pope ofiers it to the Cardinal-Deacons, who fung- 
the Gofpels; and thefe make a Prefent of it to thofe who bear 
their Trains. The Pope bleffes the People folemnly thrice a Year, 
on Holy-Thurfday, Eafter-Sunday, and Afcenfion-Day. He is ac- 
cuftom’d yearly, before they begin the Orfices of Chriftmas-Eve,: 
to blefs a Sword, garnith'd with Gold, and a Hat put‘on its 
point, and fends them ufually to fome Princefs or great Lady, 
and fometimes to a Church, in token of Profperity. The Be- 5 
nedigtion of Agnus Deis is perform’d by every Pope the firft Year od 
of his Pontificat, and afterwards every feven Years. They are 


little Loaves of white Wax, which on one fide reprefent the Fi- 
Bure fee 
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gure of Fefus Chrift rifen from the dead, with the Figure of a 


mb, which holds the Standard of the Crofs; and upon the 
reverfe, there is fome Saint in demi-relief. This Bleffing is made 
in form of Baptifin, and is alfo called by that Name. The Ce- 
remony is perform’d on Eaffer-Twefday, at the end of the Mafs, 
and the Pope, Cardinals and Prelates Affiftants, are employ’d 
thus for three Days. 

From this Ceremony our Author pafles to thofe of wathing 
the Apoftles Feet, reprefented by thirteen popr foreign Pricfts 
the Canonization of ‘Saints ; the univerfal Jubilee of the Holy 
Year ; and laft of all, to that of the Pope’s Funerals. 

What follows, relates to the promotion of Cardinals, their 
Habits and Ornaments, after what manner they are put iu pof- 
feflion, the Titles they have affign’d them, their laying down or 
quitting of the Hat, and their Funerals. What is moft remarka. 
ble in their Promotion, is the Ceremony perform’d in the fift 
fecret Confiftory, where the Pope fhurs the Cardinals Mouth, 
forbidding him ftri€tly to tell any Man what has paffed in the 
Affembly. In the fecond Confiftory the Pope opens his Mouth ; 
and after having affign’d him a Title, he’ puts on the fourth Finger 
of his Right-Hand, a golden Ring, fet with Saphir. 

The reft of the Book treats ot the Reception of Ambaffadors, 
and the fending of Nuncio’s, Internuncio’s, and Legats. the Pre- 
cedency of all Prelates in Proceflions, general Proceffions of the 


Clergy of Rome, and of Cavalcades in general and particular. 


There are three forts of Legats : The firft called Legats @ /utere, 
the fecond Legat de /atere, and the third called Legats born, 
The Legats ¢ /etere is a Cardinal fent to fome Monarch or great 
Prince out’of Italy. The Pope gives hima Crofs in the fecret 
Confiftory, at the end of which this Prelate is accompanied pon- 
tifically by the Cardinals in a Cavalcade, the Nobility going be- 
fore, and all their Train goes to the Gate of the City by which 
the Legat is no more to enter, at leaft publickly, nor give nor 
receive a Vifir, but he is to go as fpeedily as may be upon his 
Embafly. When he is 40 Miles from Rome, he has a right to 
have a Crofs carried before him, and to give pontifically a Blef- 
fing to the People. He has power to confer all the Benefices of 
the Kingdom or State where his Embaffy lies, without any need 
of applying for them to the Court of Rome. For this end he has 
with him part of the Officers of the Datary and Chancery. He 
cannot have his Crof§ carried before him in the —- of 
rance, 
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France, till after the verification of his Powers ; and it is never 
carried in any place where the King is in Perfon. When he re- 
turns from his Embafly, he enters the City of Rome, accompa 
nied in the famre manner as he went out of it, and continues ve- 
fted with his Character, till it be exprefly revoked. The Legat 
de latere is one that is not a Cardinal, but who is neverthelefs of 
the Apoftolical Embafly. He is created Legat only to goto fome 
foreign Court, or to govern fome Province of the Pope’s Domi- 
nion; and after his return, he enjoys no more at Rome the Pre- 
rogatives of his Office. The Legats bor, are thofe who by 
vertue of their Dignity ate born Legats, as the Archbifhops of - 
Reims and Arles. There is at-the end, by way of Appendix, 
Enigma’s or Prediftions, which are afcrib’d to St. Malachy, about 
the Ele€&tion of Popes; with an Explication in French of all thofe 
that have happen’d to the prefent Pope.

The two firft Volumes contain the redu€tion of the Mo/acca- 
Ifles to the obedience of Phiip Ill. King of Spain, by Don Pedre 
d? Acugna,Governor of ya ns. [fles,and by Barthelemy Leonare . 
of Argenfola, Curate of Villa Hermofa, and the Emprefs’s Chap- 
lain, and writ by the order of the Prefident and Council of the 
Iudies. Printed at Madrid in 1609, in one Volume in Folio, 

As this Conqueft was made by one Attack, and coft the Spa- 
niards but little time, foit needed only to have coft the Writer 
afew Pages. But he chole rather to make it a. long Work; = 

vided 
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vided into ten Books ; and this Conqueft is related only in the 
tenth, The other nine tell us indeed what paffed in the Molucca- 
Ifes, from the difcovery of the Portugueze to this Conqueft : 
Bur our Author mixes feveral foreign Relations with his Snbjc&, 
Which of how little ufe foever they may be, with relation to 
this Hiftory, they may ferve for thofe of Spain, England and 
Holland, and are Curious enough to deferve the Reader’s At. 
tention. 

In the recital of the Voyage of Peter Armiento to the Streights 
of Magellan, we have an Account of the fcrupulous Exaétnef§ 
with which Sarmiento, in name of the King of Spain, and b 
virtue of the Pope’s Bull, took authentickly poffciion of the 
Lands which he difcover'd. Our Author has carefully inferted 
one of thofe A&ts of Sarmiento’s way of entring into pofféfiion, 
as a piece of great importance. We find in this Work accounts 
of even the moft inconfiderable Amours, as that of an Officer, 
who during the Siege of the Portugueze Fort, went out every 
Night to fee a Mo/acca-Woman, and was married to her by the 
Commander. Our Hiftorian loves Harangues fo much, that he 
makes the Governor fay one, to exhort this Officer, who was but 
an Enfign, to go no more out of the Fort, fince now he was to 
poffefs her who was the caufe of his going out. 

In the Defcription of fome Ifles near Molucca, Argenfola {peaks 
of a Tree that has a furprizing Property, which Natural Philofo- 
phers will hardly believes if one lye down under it on the Weft 
fide the Shadow of the Tree is capable of occafioning his Death, 
except he rife fpeedily and go to the Eaft fide, where the Sha- 
dow of that fide, tho’ at fo {mall Diftance, is an Antidote againft 
the Poifon of the former. 

At the beginning of the firft Volume, there is an Advertife- 
ment by Argenfola’s Brother, to vindicate him againft the charge 
of his too frequent and long Digreflions, and againft his Stile, as 
too full of Figures and Metaphors. 

Since the Dutch have poffeffed for a long time the Molucca- 
Iles, after having taken them from the Spaniards and Portuguese, 
as well as from the Inhabitants, he thought fit to add a third 
Volume to the two firft, to relate this Conqueft, and make a 
complete Hiftory of the Molucca’s. 

To fpeak properly, the Molucca-Ifles are but five in number, 
viz. Ternate, Tidor, Machian, Motir and Bachian. But fevera} 
other adjacent Ifles are comprehended under the Name of the 

Molucca’s, 
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Molucca’s, when we take it in a more Signification. This is the 
only place of the World where Cloves grow ; which makes the 
conqueft of thefe Ifles more confiderable, aud occafion’d fo many 
Misfortunes to the Inhabitants, that they refolv’d to deprive 
themfelves for ever of a Fruit fo precious and fo fatal to them, 
by reducing into Afhes all the Trees that bore em; but by good 
luck, this did not deftroy their Species. This Country was dif- 
cover'd by the Portuguese in 1515, and the King of Terzate en- 
gaeg’d them to build a Fort in his Kingdom, and to fix there, to 
fee accomplifh’d, by them, what this Prince, who pretended ta 
have an intire knowledge of what was to come, iad foretold. 
viz. That one day he fhould fee Men of Iron land at Teraare, 
from the moft remote Parts; that they would fettle in that 
Country, and dwell there ; and by the Forces of thofe Strangers 
the Dominion and Glory of the Mo/ucca’s fhould be much aug- 
mented ; half the Prophecy was fullfilled. They fetled among 
the Molucca’s; but it was to exercife there fuch an Arbitrary 
Empire, that the Princes of thofe Ifles, who had good Corre- 
{pondence with one another, combined to drive away the Guefts, 
who were become infupportable Mafters. But the Confederacy 
was diffolv’d by the Valour and Cunning of the Portuguese. In 
procefS of time, one of their Commanders murder’d the King of 
Ternate. His Son, willing to avenge the Death of his Father, 
befieged them in the Fort they had built in the Ifle in 1521, 
and took it in 1575, after five Years Siege. Thus were the Mo- 
Jucea’s deliver’d from the Portugueze Yoke. Who being reuni- 
ted with the Spaniards under one King, they made fome vain at- 
tempts ro re-conquer a Country which had formerly been an oc- 
cafion of War between the two Nations. At length, in 1606, 
thefe Ifles were reduced to the Obedience of Philip Ill. King of 
Spain and Portugal ; to whom the Kings of Ternate, Tidor and 
Bachian, and even the King of Siam, who till then had only 
{worn Amity, fwore Fealty and Homage in the hands of Dom 
Pedro d’ Asugna. 
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But the Spaniards were foon dilturb’d in this Conqueft by the 
Dutch; and the Valour of thofe Merchants carried it, fays our 
Author, in his third Volume, from the Pride of the Ciftilian l 
Nobility. —-———-Thofe wife Counfels, continues he with a tri- . 
umphing Air, thefe Counfels of the Court of Spain, fo much 
boafted of Thofe Defigns fo well concerted by the Go. | 
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vernor of the Philippin-Ifles = ~- His great Exploits 
were all brought to nothing, and all the Fruit of ’erm loft, on the 
approach of 6 Ships of the United Piovinces. The Dutch land- 
ed at the Molucca-Ifles, the firft time, in 1g99. In 1605. they 
depriv’'d the Portugueze of what they had leit in thofe Iilands, 
In 1607, they re-eftablifhed themfelves at erate, from whence 
Dom Pedro d’ Acugna had chafed them the Year before ; and at 
the requeft of the Inhabitants, who declared they would live 
and die under their Dominion, they built a Fort 3 Leagues from 
the City. That fame Year they made a Treaty with the Lerma. 
tefe, which fome time after was follow’d by another, both with 
the King of Termate and he of Bachian, by which the Spaniards 
and Portugaeze were declared their common Enemies. The War 
which our new Traders had to maintain again{t Englund, jealous 
of their SuccefS, was like to have rvin’d their Affairs in the ATo- 
fucca \fles.. But they were re-eftablifhed afterwards, and came 
to fuch a degice of Superiority, fays our Hiftorian, that there 
was no way to difpute it with them ; fo that tho’ in 1648. they 
had concluded a Peace with the Spawiards, the latter could not 
fubfift in their Forts, becaufe of the hatred of the Inhabitants, 
who being no more infear of the Spaniards, the Caftilians at lalt 
retird of their own accord: And the Dstch having, after 1644, 
made Peace with the Portuguese, who had fhaken off the Spa- 
nifh Yoke, continued peaceable Pofleffors of thofe Hles which 
had been fo long difputed. In the mean time, the Natives, 
weary of a foreign Government, tho’ much more fupportable 
than that of the Portuguese and Spaniards, made War with 
their Mafters, who entirely reduced them in 1680, Our Hifto- 
tian finifhes his Relation with the Permiffion that the Dutch had 
obtain’d to raife a Fort at the Mouth of the River of Bantam ; 
which making them almoft Mafters of the City and Kingdom, 
— them more than ever of the Conqueft of the Molucca- 
ifles. 


The Author of the Relation of this Conqueft, fays, in his 
Advertifement, That he could not write this Hiftory with fo 
much Exa€tnefs:as appear'’d in that of Argenfola. But in recom- 
pence, he does not ftray fo much from his Subje€t, which fur- 
nifhes enough of it felf for a large Volume, without going any 
where elfe tor Materials to fillit up. The Digreflions he makes 


fometimes, have. for the moft part a. selation to. the. pettlemnent 
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of the Dutch in the Molwcca-\les. He is alfo more {paring in 
his Reflexions than the Speni/h Author, who feems too prodigal 
of them. To conclude, we cannot fay that any of thefe two 
Hiftorians wrote impartially enough to leave us in doubt of their 
Country and Religion. 

The Stile cf the whoie Work is lively and natural enough, but 
fometimes not correct. 

Since we have not read the Spanifb, we cannot fay whether 
the Tranflation be faithful. 

The whole Work is divided into 15 Books, five in each Vo- 


lume. 
Each Relation has its feparate Index.

HO’ the Title of this Book is not long it explains fo clearly 

Mr. Duncan’s Defign, that it is almott needlefS to add any 
thing for underftanding it, he wou’d prove that the Chymifts 
make no Operation in their Laboratories, the like of which, or 
fomething analogons to it, is not made in the Body of Animals. 
J fay with our Author the Uke or analogous, becaufe he affirms 
that in certain places we muft not pufh the Comparifon too far, 
and that fometimes the Analogy is remote enough. ’Tis alfo 
certain that to find this Analogy he has often been oblig’d to give 
different Names, or to confider under divers Refpeéts certain 
Phenomena of the Animal Body, perhaps it would be a Curio. 
fity diverting enough, but of little ufe to know that in our Bodies 
there is perform’d almoft the fame things as in Chymifts Labora- 
Yyy 2 tories, 
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tories, if Mr. Duncan did not teach us at the fame time feveral 


-neceflary things as to the way how the Body is nourifh’d, increa- 


fed, preferved, how Stones are ingender’d in it, how certain 
Difeafes happen, and feveral other things of this nature. 


I will not follow Mr. Duncan Step by Step, ‘tis fufficient to 
give a general Idea of his Work, that, as has been faid already, 
there is no Operation in Chymiftry from the Choice and Prepara- 
tion of Subjeéts, upon which Chymifts work, to that which they 
call Extin€tion, which he does not run over, and finds fomething 
like or analogous to it in our Body. After having run over al] 
that he calls the Progrefs of Chymifts he fpeaks of Fire, and of 
its Degrees, of the Furnaces of thofe Artifts, of their Veflels, and 
of the Relation of all thofe things with the Bodies of Animals; 
by this he finifhes his Treatife. We fhall give fome particular 
Examples, that the Reader may the better judge of the Perform- 
ance, after having obferv'd that our Author promifes another 
Book, wherein he will fhew that the whole World is, fo to 
{peak, nothing but a great Laboratory, where things happen 
much the fame as in a Chymical Laboratory. 


1. Fermentations are much us‘d in thofe Laboratories. Mr. 
Duncan fhews that our whole Body is a kind of Lake or Refer- 
vatory, where there is an infinite Number of Fermentations. 
There is no part of the Body where there is not fome Blood, and 
where the new Blood, which is form’d every Moment by Nou- 
rifhment, is not mix’d with that which was there before, and 
this never happens but it makes a kind of Fermentation; ’tis by 
this means the Chyle is changed into Blood, ’tis by Fermentation 
that natural Heat is produc’d and preferv’d; but if there be ufe- 
ful Fermentations in the Body, there are alfo hurtful ones, which 
form that call’d a Fever, in which Nature defigns to purge the 
Humours from the Dregs and foreign Matters which corrupt 
them, There are fome Fermentations we may call mix’d, be- 
caufe they are ufeful and hurtful at the fame time, fuch are thofe 
which happen when an Impoftume is forny’d, and they haften 


the ripenefs of the Matter that is to be caft out. 


2, When 
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2. When Mr. Duzcan {peaks of Chymical Tin&tures he en- 
quires into the Philofophical Reafons why moft parr of [Juids 
which are in the Body of an Animal are of fuch or fuch a Co- 
lour? Why the Chyle, for Inftance, is white, why it whircens 
more and more when it is changed into Milk? Why the Blood 
is red, ce. he follows almoft the Syftem of Dvjcurves upon 
Colours. 


3. Speaking of Cohobation he examines if the Animal Spirits 
afcend from the loweft parts of the Body to the Brain, from 
whence they defcended at firft; he fays if it be fo it is not by the 
Nerves, becaufe fince by thofe Conduits the Spirits are com- 
municated from the Brain to all the Parts of the Body it is im- 
poffible that they fhould go up the fame way, the fame Channel 
not being able to contain at the fame time two Liquors which 
have a quite oppofite Courfe ; if then the Animal Spirits return 
to the Brain it muft be by the Veins, and by mixing themfélves 
again with the Blood from whence they were feparated by Filtra. 
tion; but might it not happen, fays 1. Bernatd, with refpe& to 
the Nerves, as it happens with relation to the Veins and Arteries, 
of which fome carry the Blood from the Extremities of the Body 
to the Heart, and others bring it back again from the Héart to 
the Extremities? Might it not happen that certain Nerves receive 
the Animal Spirits which come from the Brain to communicate 
them even to the Extremities of the Bodv, and that others carry 
the fame Spirits back again from the Extremities to the Brain? 
All the Nerves and Mufcles are not always equally full of the 
Animal Spirits, on the contrary thofe Spirits pafs perpetually and 
reciprocally from one to another, according as thofe Nerves and : 
Muifcles have need to be extended or contracted 


4. Speaking of Chymical Expreffions Mr. Duacan maintains, 
that there is no part of the Body of an Animal, except the Bones, 
which has not a periftaltick Motion, by means of which thev cx- 

refs the Humours they contain; the Membranes of the Brain, 
even thofe that are call’d Dura and Pa Mater, by their continu- 
al beating fqueeze the Subftance of the Brain, which is like a 
Spunge, and exprefs the Animal Spirits out of its the Mutcles 
by a like motion prefs the Sanguine Veflels and offitt Circulation, 
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3. The Chymifts boaft in vain of the Tranfmutation of Me- 
tals, tho” fome {peak of it it is a Secret, which they have not 
yet difcover’d ; but if there be no Tranfmutation of Metals in the 
Body of an Animal, the divers Changes which happen to the Ali- 
ments are no lefs marvellous than this pretended Chymical Tranf: 
mutation, and are much more real. There are fome who have 
faid that Gold is fometimes form’d in the Body of Animals, but 
this is a meer Fable.. If Gold has been found inthe Body of 
fome Animal it muft have {wallowed it before. Mr. Duncan in- 
forms us on this Occafion, that thofe who pals from Spaiz into 
France and carry Gold hide it in their Stomach, and not in their 
Purfe, for fear of being robb’d by the Miquelets. He fays that 
there was at Montauban a Man condemned to be hang’d, who 
fwallowed the Gold, he had that it might not become a Prey to 
the Hangman, fo that his Cloths, which he could not {wallow, 
and his Body beginning to corrupt, the Gold open’d its way by 
its Weight, and came out at his Belly; this was to pufh either 
Avarice or Spite too far. | 


6. The Chymifts fpeak alfo of Detonations. Mr. Duscan eafi- 
ly finds it in the Body of Animals, and forgets not thofe of whom 
an Ancient fpeaks, when he fays, Sub terris tonuiffe putes, You 
would have thought it thunder’d under ground. Lightning often 
follows Thunder. Some have thought, that a Stone is formed 
in the Air, compofed of ‘iter, Sulphur and Earth. This is not 
very likely. But that which does not happen in the Air, hap- 
pens, by misfortune, too frequently in the Bodies of Animals. 


—_ are formed in the Reins, and in feveral other Parts of the 
Body. 


7. They {peak in Chymiftry of the Fire of the Reverberatory, 
which is a Fire that ftrikes on all fides upon the Body on which 
we would have it to aét. In the Body of an Animal there are 
fuch Fires. For inftance, the Ventricle where the Food is dif- 
folv’d, and where the Chyle begins to be prepar’d, is environ’d 
by Fire onall fides: Above, the Parts which are round the 
Heart, which the Latins call Precordia: Below, the Excre- 
ments, which like a Dunghil a&ts by their moderate Heat ; 

on 
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on the Right, the Liver ; on the Left, the Spleen, and fanguine 
Veffels that environ it on the Sides, are a kind of Balzea Marie : 
The Breaft, the Heart, and Brain efpecially, have cach of ’em 
likewife their Fire of Reverberation. 


There is not properly any Vitrification or Cryftallization made 
in the Body of Animals. The Cryftallin and Vitrean Humour 
are called fo improperly ; the Bones which are formed in the 
Body, are more like Stones than Glafs or Cryftal. We fhal! 
take notice here, that Mr. Duacan does not believe Cryftai to be 
a Water become folid by ftrong Froft, as P/izy thought. The 
reafon he alledges, is, that Cryital does not melt by Fire, as Ice 
does. It is, however, almoft certain, fays M. Bernard, that 
Cryftal was a liquid Matter before it became what it is ; and 
fince it is very tranfparent and without colour, we have reafon 
to think, that the Matter of it was not much different trom com- 
mon Water : And why might thefe Parts of the Water grow fo 
hard by a continual Cold, that a little Fire cannot melt them, 
as it melts Ice ? 


Fixed and Volatil are terms much ufed in Chymiftry. Our 
Author maintains, that it is in a juft mixture of thoefe two kinds 
of Salt, that the Life of the Animai confifts, 


The Liver furnifhes volari/ Salt, the Spleen fixed Salt. The 
Blood, for inftance, returning to the right Cavity of the Heart by 
the Vena Cava, fhould go up too flowly, if the Liver did nor 
augment its motion by means of the Gall, which it communicates 
to it, The fame Blood going cat from the left Cavity, as from 
a burning Crucible, wovid be too volatil, and run too fwift, if 
the fixed Salt of the Spleen did not leffen its Volability, and 
retard its Motion. Hence it comes, that when we take the 
Spleen from a Dog, an Operation that Mr. Duncan himfeif has 
made, the Dog has almoft no reft. That upon which our An- 
thor made the Operation, being eured of his Wound, appear’d 
more nimble than before. Hed:‘ not Sleep, he loft his Appe- 
tite, and dying fome time after, ibe found his Liver fo dry that 
it was apt tocrumble, Our Auth s tells us, in the fame Chap- 

cer, 
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ter, that he doubts whether Stones are found in the Heads of 


Yoads, as is commonly faid. He has diffe&ted feveral of them, 
where he found none. The Eagle’s Stone is found in the Neft, 
and not in the Body of that Fowl. They fay the Bezoar- 
Stone is found in the Belly of.a certain Goat ; - but the true Bezoar- 
Stone is almoft as rare as the Phenix. 


This is enovgh to give a brief Idea of Mr. Dumcan’s Book, 
We might give an Account of other remarkable things in it, but 
the narrownefs of our Bounds will not allow it.

H E Defign of the Learned Author in this Trae, is to 

fhew how much thofe Writers are miftaken, who apply 
to the Time of the Meffiah a great number of Prophecies which 
had their Accomplifhment before His Coming; and who by 
following the Jewih Interpretations ,jhave embraced theirOpini- 
on with regard to the Second Coming of the Meffias.and afferted 
Temporal Reign of the Mefliah, the Re-eftablifhment of Fe- 
rufalem, its Temple and Sacrifices, and a Kingdom of the Fe2ws 
in the Land of Canaan; by which means the Jews, as they 
think, will be converted to Chrift at His Second Appearance, 
when He fhall come to call all the Nations of the Earth to 
His Communion. 


This Opinion, which appears to our Author to be of very 
dangerous confequence, being lately revived by the Ingenious 
M. #. in his Collection of Scripture-Prophecies , relating to 
the Times after the Coming of the Meffiah ; which he has dif- 
pofed under Six Articles; our Author oppofes him as to the 
Interpretation of thefe Prophecies; and plainly tells him, 
© That he thinks him miftaken in the Senfe of almoft all the 
* Prophecies he has quoted ; fo that inftead of the true Millen- 
© nium fettled by St. Fobn, in his Revelation, he has elpoufed 
* all along the Idea’s of the common Jewifh Writers, and ren- 
“dred the Millennium of Scripture very ridiculous to all Men of 
* Judgment.’ 


To convince his Reader, that the Jewifh Hypothefis, upon 
which he builds, are falfe and oppofite to Chriftianity, he 
propofes to do Three Things :

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Firf, To difcover ‘the Original of his Miftakes) which is, 
his following the common Sort of Jewith Interpreters, who 
imagin’d, That GOD had chofen the Pofterity of Abraham by 
Haac and }acob to be His People for ever; That the Land of 
Canaan belonged to them by an irrevocable Gift; That their 
Firft Temple fhould never be deftroyd, which they believed 
alfo of the Second; That their State and Temple fhall be 
reftored by the Meflias; And that the Ceremonial Law was 
for ever to be obferved by their Nation; All which Errors.are 
contrary to the Gofpel or the Truth of Hiftory. ° 


Secondly, He lays down fome excellent Rules for the right 
underftanding of Scripture Prophecies ; of which I fhall men- 
tion a few. The Firft Rule is ‘ A Prophecy which foretels 
* the Deftruction of the People of Ifae/, becaufe they were faln 
‘ into Idolatry, cannot be {aid to be fulfilled bya Deftruction 
‘which happen’d at a time when they were not guilty of I- 
‘dolatry:’ And this Obfervation, he fays, is very ufeful a- 
gainft the Jewifh Writers, who pretend, That Mo/es, and fome 
other Prophets, in the fame Prophecies, fpoke of the Second 
Deftru@ion of their State by Vefpafian, as well as of the Firft 
by Salmanazarand Nebuchadnezzar. The Second Rule is ‘A 
© Prophecy which fuppofes the Diftiné&tion of the People into 
*two Kingdoms, cannot be faid to be fulfilled , but ata 
© time when they are actually diftinguifh'd into two Kingdoms, 
‘ as they were after Feredoam’s Time.’ And this Obfervation 
is very ufeful againft thofe, who apply to a Time to come 
many Prophecies, which have only refpe& to the State of the 
Jews, confider’d as a Nation under Zerubbabeland his Succeflors. 
The Third Rule is, ‘ A Prophecy which fuppofes a King in 
© Ifrael, viz. over the Ten Tribes, anda King in Fudab, viz. 
‘ over the Two Tribes, cannot be fulfilled at a time when there is 
‘no King inthe midft ofthem” And this Rule is neceflary to 
confute the Jewifh Fables of the Kingly Office, which they fpeak 
of, as being ftill among fome of the Ten Tribes. A Fourth 
Rule is, § A Prophecy which fuppofes the Diftin@ion between 
‘ Iraeland Fudab, as they were diftinguifh’d by their Tribes 
‘and Families, cannot be faid to have its Accomplifhment 
‘at a time when fuch a Diftinfion is altogether loft among 
‘the People, This Rule fhows, that the Prophecies kd br 
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Meffiah cannot be known to be now ful§il’d when their Nati- 
on is fo confounded, that no one certainly knows the Tribe or 
Family from which he is defcended. A Fifth Rule is, ‘A Pro- 
‘ phecy which Specifies fuch Events as concern fome particu. 
“lar Nations, fuch as the PAiliines, the Moabites, Oc. cannot 
‘ be faid to be accomplifhed, but with refpeé to thofe very 
‘ Nations denoted by thofe Names” This Rule the Author 
applies againft Mr Adede, who thought that thefe Prophecies 
might be accomplifhed upon other People, living in the Land 
of thofe Nations, which were deftroy'd many Ages ago. A 
Sixth Rule is, * That we muft never apply thofe Prophecies to 
‘ other Nations, which only concern I/rael and Judah.’ This 
Rule is neceflary againft thofe, who fancy that many Prophecies 
which are literally fpoken of J/rael, may be accomplifh’d in a 
Spiritual manner upon the Gentiles ; which way of interpret- 
ing Prophecies is altogether groundlefs, and may opena Gap 
to many Errors. And fo much may fuffice for a Specimen of 
thefe Rules, which may be feen at large in the Learned Avu- 
thor’s Preface. 


Thirdly, Our Author fhows there are fome Expreffions ia 
Scripture whichare ftrangely mifapplied by many Jewifh Com- 
mentators ; as, for Inftance, beacarim hajarain, which they ap- 
ply to the Time of the Meflias, whereas it does not fignify, 
at the End of the Times, but, after that Tine, which may be prov'd 
from many Texts of Scripture, as Gen. 49. 1. Numb. 24. 14. 
Deut. 4. 30. Gree He inftances alfo in another Expreffion, 
which is very common in the Prophecies, wiz. Jeolam and gnad 
olam, and is tranflated iw feculum, as if it contain’d a Duration, 
equal to the Duration of the World, or even toEternity. But 
tho’ this may be generally the Meaning of the Expreffion, yet 
he obferves, that it often imports only a long Duration; as 
appears in ‘Fer. 58. 16.:and 49. 13. and I/ai. 34.10, 11-5 Oe. 


After thefe ufeful Remarks, oyr Author proceeds to the Exa- 
mination of the Scripture-Prophecies, which are difpofed by 
M. W. under Six Articles. 


I. The Firft Article contains fuch Prophecies as relate to the 
Deftrution of Jerufalem by the Romans, and to the Grand Difper- 


fron and Captivity of the Jews, which immediately follow’. 
BR2z 2 Under 
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Under this Head our Author fhows, That thofe Prophecies, 
Lev. 26. 14,15. Deut. 4.25.— 31. and Deut.29. which M. W. ex- 
pounds of the Second Deftruction of the Commonwealth of the 
Fews, under Titus Vefpafian, are certainly to be underftood of 
their Firft Deftruétion under Nebuchadnezzar ; for thefe Prophe- 
cies fuppofe the People when they were deftroy’d to be guilty 
of Idolatry, of which they were not guilty at the time of their 
Second Deftruétion, but only at the time of the Firft. He 
fhows alfo his Miftake as to the Interpretation of feveral other 
Prophecies, wherein he follows fome Jewifh Commentators, 
particularly that of I/ai, 30. 13, 17. which M. 7” underftands 
of the Laft Deftruction of Ferufalem, where it plainly relates 
to the Firft by Nebuchadnezzar 3 as appears from the 2, 3, 4, 
and 7. Verfes of that Chapter, where the Prophet foretels the 
ill Succefs they fhould have in hoping for Succour from the E- 


gyptians. 


Il. The Second Article of M4. W. contains the Prophecies which 
relate to the future Refforation of the Fews, in their own Land, ana 
to the Erecting of the Kingdom of the Meffiah. 


Under this Head our Author fhows, That M. W. has mifapply'd 
almoft all the Prophecies, he produces to prove, that the Jews 
are to be reftored to their own Land; which our Author aflerts to 
be accomplifh’d by the Edi& of Cyrus, and fo to want no farther 
accomplifhment. As for Inftance, M. W. quotes, Gen. 17. 18 
according to the Notion of the Jews, who fancy, that the Holy 
Land muft belong to them for ever, becaufe it is faid to be an 
Everlafting Pofleffion given to Abraham and his Pofterity. In 
anfwer to this he obferves, 1ft. That this Phrafe, an Everlafting 
Poffefion, does not fuppofe that they fhould poflefs it for ever ; 
for itis certain, they have been a long time out of Pofleffion 
of it. 2dly, That this Promife, tho’ exprefs'd in general 
Terms, was conditional, as we find it oft exprefs’d by Mojes and 
the Prophets. And tho’ ‘tis true God promifed He would 
bring them out of their Affyrian Captivity, and reftore them 
to their own Land ; yet there is notthe leaft Intimation of any 
Promife of their Reftoration after their Second Deftructian. 
The like Miftake our Author fhows M. . to be guilty of, in 
mifapplying feveral other Prophecies to the Reftoration of the 
Prefent Jewsto their own Land, as particularly J//, 27. 6. Ch. 
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40.9. and §1r. r+ Oc. all which our Author proves to be ful- 
filled by the Deliverance of Cyrus, who reftored them to their 
own Land. 


Il]. The Third Article of M.W. contains the Prophectes. which 
relate tothe Rebuilding Jerufalem and the Temple, and ta the Re-cfta- 
blifoment of the Fewifh Worfhip there, and the Settling of the feveral 
Tribes in their refpecive Order. ” 


In Oppofition to this Hypothefis out Author fays, That M. 
W. fuppofes fuch Things, as are not only contrary to common 
Senfe, but alfo to Scripture. For, Firft, If feru/alem is to be 
rebuilt, the Romans Raving rebuilt it under Adrian, and it be- 
ing built and fortified by the Turks, then M.//” muft fuppofe, 
that it is to be deftroy’d again, in order to be rebuilt. Second- 
ly, He can never reconcile his Opinion of the Re-eftablifhment 
of the Jewifh Worfhip, which he fuppofes will be altogether 
the fame as the Firft, with the Epiftle to the Hebrews. The 
Jews own, there will be no ufe of Expiatory Sacrifices under 
the Meffiah : But M. W. carries the Thing much farther than 
they, by making no difference at all between them. After this 
our, Author fhows, That the Prophecies alledged by M. /% to 
prove his Hypothefis, confirm only the Rebuilding of Feru/alem, 
which was deftroy’d by Nebuchadnezzar; the Rebuilding of the 
Temple, burnt by the Same; the Re-eftablifhment of the Jew- 
Hh Worfhip in the Second Temple; and the Return of the 
Twelve Tribes into theirown Land: And this our Author 
fhows to be the Senfe of all thofe Prophecies which were alledg’d 
by M. @. to prove this Hypothelis. 


IV. The Fourth. article contains thofe Prophecies, which relate 
to the Vengeance which will be taken on the Enemies of the Fews. 


Our Author, under this Head, fhews M. W td be guilty of mif- 
applying thofe Prophecies as relating to a Time tocome, when 
they belong to a Time already paft. Thus Deut. 32. 35, 43- 
which M. W expounds of a Time to come, relates manifeftly 
to the Time of the Chaldean Empire, fince’tis evident by Ver. 
38, and 39. that the People of I/rae/ were then guilty of Idola- 
try, of which they have not been guilty, fince their Reftorati- 


on under Cyrus, and much lefS fince their Deftruction the 
Roman 
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Roman Army. In thelike Senfe our Author explains the other 
Prophecies alledg’d by M. ¥. 


V. The Fifth Article contains the Prophecies which relate to the 
Deftrudtion of the Turks at Hermageddon, and of Antichri? about 
the fame time, about the Seafon of Harve? and Vintage. 


Under this Head our Author fhows, That M. 77, has mifap- 
ply'd the Prophecy of the Second Chapter of J/aiab to the Time 
of the Mefliah, as he plainly demonftrates from Ver. 7, 8, 9. 
of that Chapter, where mention is made of the Idolatry of the 
Jews, who were then guilty of it, and therefore were to be 
deftroy'd by Nebuchadnezzar ; and fo this Place cannot be un- 
derftood either of the Deftruétion of the Turks, or of Anti- 
chrift. And thus our Author expounds all the Prophecies al- 
ledg'd by M. W. to prove his Hypothefis, to be already fulfill’d 
by the Deftru&tion of Babylon, Exypt, or Ferufalem, or fome o- 
ther Deftruction already paft. 


VI. The Sixth Article contains thofe Prophecies that relate to the 
Converfion of the Fews to the Chriftian Faith, to the Marriage of the 
Lamb, to the Firft Refurrection, to the Happy Millennium, and to the 
_— of the Gentiles, which are at that Time to come into the 
Church. 


Under this Head our Author fhows, That moft of the Pro- 
phecies alledg’d by M. W. to his Purpofe, are to be underftood 
of the feveral Deliverances of the Jews before the Coming 
of our Saviour, and of their Reftoration to their own Land by 
Cyrus. And particularly he fhows, That the Prophecy in J/as. 
31. Ver. 31, 34. relates to the Re-eftablifhment of the Jews 
by Cyrus’s Edict, and that it is apply’d by St. Paul,in his Epiftle 


" to the Hebrews, to the Covenant of the Gofpel, as promifed 


in that Place ; which fhows, That I/rael and Fudah were actual- 
ly in their own Land, when the Gofpel was firft preached to 
them, and fo proves the Falfhood of his Suppofition, wiz. That 
the Ten Tribes did not return under Cyrus, and his Succeflors, 
and are to return into their Land after the Deftruction of Anti- 
chrift. And as to the Prophecy, Ezek. 16. Ver. 60, 63. which 
M- W. refers toa future Time, our Author fays, That it plainly 


{peaks of the Jews return’d from Babylon ; for there are no =. 
abites 
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abites now, who were to bereftored. Zachariah, one of the 
jai Prophets, fays our Author, does not afford any help to 
M. IV. for he only toretels the Condition of the People after the 
Building of the Second Temple, and the Converfion of feverai 
of the Gentiles which has been already accomplifh'd. As to 
the laft Authority alledg’d by M. W whichisin the r1th tothe 
Romans, our Author grants, that St. Paw! foretels the Calling 
back of the Jews, and {peaks of the Cafting offof thofe Romans, 
upon the account of their devilifh Pride; that he fuppofes the 
Cafting offof the Jews to laft until the Fulnefs of the Gentiles be 
come in , but then withal he obferves, Firft, That St. Pau/ does 
not {peak of a Thing reveal’d by all the Prophets whom he has 
quoted. Secondly, That he never affirms they fhould again 
take poffeffion of their own Land 5 And, 3ly, much lefs, that 
their Worfhip fhall be ereeftablifh’d. Ail thefe are Jewith Fan- 
cies, fays our Author, which cannot be admitted without fub- 


verting the Chriftian Religion. 


After this, our Author fubjoins Two Tra&s more, whereof 
the Firft is entitled [ An Appendix concerning Mr. Mede’s 
Method 3] which M. W. pretends to follow exaédtly. 


IN This Tra& our Learned Author undertakes to prove 
that Mr. Mede, in his Clavis Apocalyptica, isvery much miftaken, 
in following the Jewiffy Explications of many Prophecies in the 
Old Teftament ( to which the Book of the Revelations alludes) 
to fuch Events as are now future, which were literally accom- 
plith’d before the Coming of Chrift ; whereas St. Fol, in his 
Revelations, cannot be fuppofed to allude to them, but only 
with relation to the Likenefs there is between fome Events alrea- 
dy paft, and fome yet to come: And to this Purpofe our Au- 
thor obferves. that Mr. Mede has embraced fome of the Jewith 
Notions, as tho’ they were the fame with St. Fobn’s Prophecies 
in the Revelation ; and quotes feveral places from the Zargumm,the 
Talmud, and R. Sabadias, being fully perfwaded that thefe Au-® 
thors maintain’d fuch a AdMennium as he had collected from 
St. Fobn : And that Mr. Mede follows the Tradition of the Jews 
as the Great Support of his Explications on feveral places, tio’ 
his Opinion widely difiers from theirs. For, 1ft, he acknow- 
ledges two Comings of the Mefliah, whereas they own but One, 
which is to happen at the End of Six Thoufand Years. eos 
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The Jews believe that the World fhall be deftroy’d by Fire at 
the End of Six Thoufand Years, and fhall continue a Thoufand 
Yearsin that Deftrudion. 3dly, Mr. Mede acknowledges that 
the Jews greatly differ among themfelves, and reje& one ano- 
thers Opinions. yly, The Jews pretend, That after the War 
of Gog and Magog, who are to‘fall upon the Jews, being newly 
fettled in their own Land, Wars fhall then ceafe ; whereas 
Mr. Mede, following St. Fobn, acknowledges that this War thall 
happen at the End of the Millennium. sly, Mr. Mede might 
eafily perceive, that the Jewifh Writers falfly pretend toa 
Tradition, when they maintain contrary Opinions from places 
of Scripture, which they apply according to their feveral Fan- 
cies. 

Mr. Mede, as our Author confeffes, was very much in the right 
for condemning many Divines, who in their Difputes with the 
Jews, obje& againft them thofe places of Scripture which concern 
the gloriousKingdom of the Mefliah,as tho'they had been fulfili’d 
at the Firft Coming of our Saviour ; which is the way to har- 
den, rather than convince the Jews ; but then withal he adds, 
That Mr. Mede’s Hypothefis, which he pretends to eftablifh 
from the Prophecies of the Old Teftament, as relating to the 
Millennium reveal’d by St. Fobn, is no lefs a Hindrance to their 
Converfion. For, tft, tis certain that thefe Prophecies, J/ai. 
y. 16, and Ch, 2, and rz. and Zeph 3.8. and Mal, 4. 1. upon 
which the Jews found their Notions, do not at all relate to the 
latter Times, as our Author has already proved: And, 2diy, 
tis as certain, that if they relate to the latter Times, wiz. af- 
ter the Deftruction of Antichrift, as Mr. Mede pretends, that 
they muft he underftood according to the Explication of the 
jews, which is contrary to the Chriftian Religion and the Re- 
velation of St. John. 

To difprove Mr. Mede’s Method, he examines particularly 
his Interpretation of Dan. 12. concerning Antichrift, and of a 
Paflage of Jodit, upon which he founds the Reftoration and 
Converfion of the Jews ; andof the Prophecy concerning Elias, 
which Mr. Mede underftands of One who is to be a Harbinger 
to Chrift’s Second Coming to Judgment, as Fohn the Baptift 
was to His Firft. All which Interpretations he proves to be 


falfe, and fhews the true Senfe of the Prophecies above-men- 
tion’d. 
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The Second Trad, fubjoind inthe fame Volume, is entitled, 
[ Remarks upon the Eighth Treatife of R. Sahadias.} 


IN this Tra& our Author having fet down at full length the 
Eighth Treatife of R. Sabadias, concerning the Laft Redempti- 
on of the Jews; He firft ftates the Queftion between him and 
the Jews, which is this ; ‘ Whether the Promifes that were 
* made to them by Myfes, and by the latter Prophets down to 
* Zachariad, of a Return into their own Land, and of the Re- 
‘ftoration of their State and Tempie, with their Levitica} 
‘Worfhip, was not fulfilld when they return’d fron Chaldea 
‘and Affyria, by Vertue of the Edi&t of Cyrus, and by the Fa- 
* vour of his Succeffors; or whether thofe Promifes are to be 
© underftood of their Reftoration after the Conqueft of Fudea 
* by the Romans, under the Conduét of the Mefliah, who fhail 
© be their Leader, and fhall reftore their Temple and State, 
* and fubdue all other Nations to them.” Our Author afferts 
the Firft, and the Jews maintain the Second Pofition ; and to 
confirm the Former, and confute the Latter, the Author fub. 
joins many Remarks, of which I fhall mention a few. | 


I. The Firftis, That all the Promifes of M/es and the Pro- 
phets to the People of I/rae!, belong to this People, confider’d 
as guilty of Idolatry, and difperfed upon the Account of that 
Crime; from whence he infers , That ’tis abfurd to refer the 
Promifes of a Return into Canaan, to a Time when they were 
not difperfed for Idolatry, as ‘tis certain they werenot, when 
led Captive by the Romans. 


II. He remarks, That their long Continuance in their prefent 
Difperfion, does not only proceed from their Tranfgrefling the 
Laws of God deliver’d by Mo/es, but from their continuing to 
blafpheme the True Deliverer whom God fent to them ; and 
he fmiles at their Folly, who apply to the prefent Difpertion 
the Words of If. 54. 7. For @ {usall moment bave I for (aken thee, 
but with great mercies will! gather thee. Which Words may be 
naturally enough underftood of their Seventy Years Captivity 
in Babylon, but are very extravagantly applied to their prefenc 
Difperfion, in which they have continued ever fince the 7oth 
Year of our Lord ; which is alonger Time than they lived in

the Land of Fudea, for there are but 1525 Years from their Firf- 
Entrance into Canaan, to the Secoad Deftruction of Ferufalem - 
whereas there are 1636 Years from that Second DeftruGtion to 
this prefent Time. Is not this a very pretty Moment 2 


lil. As to what the Jews affirm, That their Iniquities hinder 
the Coming of the Mefliah to this Day ; He proves the Falthood 
of this Suppofition: Firft, Becaufe all the Times mark’d for his 
Coming are expired, as fome of themfelves freely own. Se- 
condly, Becaufe He was to come before the Deftrudtion of the 
Second Temple. And whereas the Jews pretend, That tho’ 
all the Terms of Time fix'd for the Coming of the Meffiah be 
pafs’d, yet He 4s not come, becaufe the Promife of the Meflias 
was conditional, and depends upon the Condition of their Re- 
pentance and Good Works: Our Author anfwers, x{t, That 
the Jews can never prove the Promifes of the Meffiah to be con- 
ditional. 2dly, That they contradic themfelves, when they 
fpeak of the great Merits of their Nation, in obferving the 
Laws of God more exaétly at prefent, than before their Laft 
Deftruction. 3dly, There can be no neceflity of Repentance, 
in order to procure the Coming of the Meffias, when they fup- 
pofe, That by their yearly Repentance, in thofe 10 Days, from 
the 1ft to the 10th of 7#/7i, they become without Sin, and like 
the Angels of God. And after our Author has confuted the 
Interpretation of R.Sahbadias upon Dan. 12.7. Gc. and other 
Prophecies, he returns tothe fame Argument, and fhows that 
itis altogether unbecoming the: Majefty of God to appoint a 
certain Time for the Coming of the Meffiah, if His Coming 
depended upon their Repentance, unlefs God fhould have forcd 
them to repent before the fet Time was expired : For nothing 
elfe can hinder the Jews and the other Nations from doubting 
of His Faithfulnefs in His Promifés, when they fee the Time 
prefix'd is paft, and thePromife not aecomplithed. 


And after this our Author confutes a pretended Tradition a- 
mong the Jews, fet up by Sabadias, who affirms, That there 
are Two Meffiahs to come, whereof One is the Son of Fo/eph, 
and is to come before the Meffias the Son of David; and that 
Armillus (whom the Jews fuppofe to be begotten in a Marbie- 
Statue, and.to be the Antichrift) will attack the Meffias the Son 
of Fofepo, and killhim, and reduce the Jews to the laft Extre-. 

mity ;

mity 5 but that after him Elias fhall appear,and then the MefMias 
the Son of David, who deftroys Armillus, and reftores the Na- 
tion toa happy and glorious State: This Tradition, [ fay, oui 
Author confutes, and fhows it to be made up of ridiculous and 
chimerical Fancies, unknown to the Ancient Jews, who for the 
Space of Six Hundred Years after Chrift, never mention any 
other Meflias but one, nor any other Elias but one, who waste 
be his Forerunner. 

There are feveral other ridiculous Stories upon which our 
Author beftows fome Remarks : But at laft Sahadias makes ule 
of Fifteen Arguments, to prove, That the Prophecies which 
concern the Redemption of the Jews were not fulfill’d under 
the Second Temple. All which our Author particularly exa- 
mines, and fhows with much Learning and Clearnefs, how much 
he is miftaken in the Interpretation of thofe Prophecies he al. 
ledges to prove his Affertion 5 as the Curious Reader may fee 
at large in the Author, the Account of them being too long 
for this Abftra¢t. 








Diflertatio de Jefu Chrifti Domini noftri Anno & Menfe Natai. 

T. P. Id eft, A Difcourje concerning 
the Year and Month of our Lord Fefus Chrift?’s Nativity. By Peter 
Allix, D.D. London; Printed for R. Burrough and J. Baker, 
at the Sun and Moon in Cornhill, 1707.

T being one of the CharaGers of the Meflias, That He was 

to be of the Seed of David; and this being chiefly prov’d 
by His being born at Bethlehem, the Holy Spirit in Scripture, 
has given us fuch peculiar Characters, partly miraculous, part- 
ly chronological, of this memorable Event, that no Doubt can 
ever be ftarted about it. Of thefe Characters our Author fub- 
joins Three. | 


I. The Firft is, That Chrift was Six Months younger than 
Fobn the Baptift, whofe Birth was remarkable for a Miracle, 
whofe Name was inferted in the Regifter of the Priefts, and fo 
his Age could not be uncertain while the Temple ftood : For 
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his Father Zachary was a Prieft, and his Week for ferving in 
the Prieft’s Office was then fix’d by a particular Law. 


ll. The Second Character of the Time when Chrift was 
born, was the Taxing of the Roman Empire by the Decree of 
Auguftus, at which Time Judea being fubje& to the Romans, 
and then govern’d by Hered as King, who was an Idumean by 
Birth, the People of the Jews were all tax’d by Cyrenius, who 
was fent into ¥udea for that Purpofe; and all their Names (and 
among the reft the Name of Chrilt, who was then born at Berth. 
lehem) were inferted into the Publick Regifters of the Roman 
Empire. 


II]. The Third CharaGer of the Time of Chrift’s Birth,is the 
Coming of theWife-men from the Eaft,who had feen a new Star 
there, fignifying His Birth, and thereupon came to Ferufalem 
to worfhip Him. Hersa being much troubled at this News of 
the Birth of a new King, and underftanding by the Jews, that 
the Meffias was to be born at Bethlehem, fent the Wife-men 
thither, defiring them to return to him again; but the Wife- 
men being warn'd by an Angel, did not return to him, but de- 
parted into their own Country another Way. Whereupon the 
Tyrant being enraged at the Difappointment, that he might 
be fure of putting Chrift to Death, caus‘dall the Children in 
Bethlehem, from Two Years old and under, to be kill'd, 


By thefe Characters, fays our Author, Interpreters might 
have difcover'd their Errors as to the Year and Month of our 
Saviour’s Nativity; but by neglecting or perverting them, they 
have confounded and darkened this part of the Evangelical Hi- 
ftory: And this appears by the various Opinions of the Ancient 
and Modern Writers concerning the Month and Year of our 
Lord’s Nativity. The Ancient Chriftians, who are mentioa’d 
by Clemens Alexandrinus,\, 1. Strom. thought that Chrift was born 
in the Month of Apri? or May: But the Greeks defpifing the 
Opinion of the Ancients, affirmed that He was born on the 6th 
of Fanuary , and the Latines that He was born on the 25th of 
December, and this is the Opinion that now generally prevails 
in thefe Weftern Parts of the World. And there is no lefs 
variety of Opinions as to the Year of our Savionr’s Birth, all 
which our Author mentions, and then proceeds to prove, That’ 

our 
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our Lord Jefus Chrift was not born inthe Winter Seafon, con- 
trary tothe common Opinion both of Papifts and Proteftants, 
who think that he was born on the 25th of December. And 
this he proves, Firft, Becaufe our Lord was born while Cyrenins 
was making the Tax in the Land of Fda, which obliged al! 
Perfons to go to the Cities or Towns belonging to their own 
Family, that their Names might be enrolld there. But ’tis 
very improbable, faysour Author, that Cyrenias fhould trouble 
Judea With making this Tax in the middle of Winter, and fo 
force many Sick Perfons, or Women big with Child, to travel 
a great way that they may giveintheir Names. 2dly, When 
our Saviour was born, the Shepherds were keeping their Flocks 
by Night in the Fields ; but the Shepherds could not do this 
in December, when the Weather is very cold and rainy in Pz- 
leffine. 3dly, Our Author adds, That ‘tis not probable thae 
God fhould order Chrift to be carried into Egypt, when Herod 
died a few Days before the Paflover. And having mention’d 
feveral other Improbabilities of the common Opinion, he in- 
fifts upon the Time of the Tax made by Cyremu:, which he 
contends was made in the Spring-time of the Julian Year 41, 
and finifh'd before the End of May, from whence it follows by 
neceflary confequence, That Chrift was born in the Spring- 
time. And to confirm this Affertion, he fhows, 1it, That this 
was the fame Tax which is defcrib’d by Fo/ephus, B. 17. C. 3. 
ic being an Enrolment of the whole Nation, and the firft of this. 
Kind, which the Pharifees therefore oppofed, who were upon 
that Account fined by Hered. 2dly, Thatthis Tax was made 
by Cyrenins,and not by Quintilins Varus ; for it appears trom Fo/e~ 
phus that Cyrenius made the Second Tax 9 Years after the Death 
of Herod. 3dly, That this Tax was made in the Spring-time, 
for Cyrenius could not ftay in Judes after the Month of May, 
being obliged to attend then a Triumph at Rome. This Truth 
he further confirms from fome Circumftances antecedent to 
the Tax of Cyrenius, from the Confideration of Cyrenins himielt, 
and from the Teftimony of Tertullian, all which may be feen at 
large in our Author ; And then he proceeds to a Second Cha. 
racter of Chrifl’s Nativity, which isthe Slaughter of the Chil- 
dren by Hered. And whereas they who think the 25th of De- 
cember to be the Day of Chrift’s Nativity, affirm, That this 
Slaughter was made after Chrift was offer’d in the Temple, 
which they fay was done on the 2d of February, being the gcth 

day 
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Day after His Birth: Our Author fhews from Levvit.c. 19, 
Thata Woman who had brought forth a Child, was not to come 
into the Temple, until after 40 Days from the Birth of the 
Child. To confirm their Opinion they alledge that Saying of 
Auguftes, That be wowd vatoer be Auguftus’s Hog than bis Sen, 
whenhe heard, fay- they, that by Hered’s Command his Son 
Antipater was kill'd among the young Children of Bethlebesy. 
But our Author proves that this Saying of Herod cannot be ap. 
ply’d to the Death of Antipater ; 1ft, Becaufe Augu/tus feems to 
have faid this, when News was brought him of the Death of 
a Son of Herod who was kill’d among the Infants of Bith/chem ; 
which Slaughter, fay they, was made after the 2d of February, 
viz. onthe 3d or 4th Day ; but the News of Antiparer’s Death 
could not then be carried to Auguftus, which happen’d not till 
about two Months after the Slaughter of the Ciildren, adly, 
Tis certain from Scripture, that Herod was at ‘ferufalem wheu 
he commanded the Slaughter of the Infants; but it appears 
from Jufepbus, that he was at Fericho when he order’d Antipater 
to be put to Death, and that this was done 5 Days before his 
own Death, Our Author therefore applies this Saying of Ax. 
gufius to the Death of Alexander and Ariftcbulus, two Sons of 
Herod, who were kill’d at the fame time when the Slaughter of 
the Infants was made, as fome fay, or, as others fome Months 
before it. 

And further, To prove that Chrift was born in the Spring- 
tine, he alledges the Words of St. Luke 1. 26. That in the 
Sixth Month the Angel Gabriel was fent to the Blefled Virgin; 
which Interpreters commonly underftand of the Sixth Month 
from the Conception of John the Baptift: But our Author 
fhows that this Meflage of the Angel Gabriel was deliver'd in 
the Sixth Month of the Jewifh Year, which is call’d Elou/ , for, 
fays he, It was the Cuftom of the Sacred Writers to fet down 
thofe Days on which a Prophecy was reveal’d to any Perion, 
which undoubtedly was obfervd by St. Luke here, when he re- 
lates fo great an Oracle as was here delivered to the Blefled 
Virgin : Suppofing therefore that Chrilt was conceiv’d in the 
Month Eloul, it follows that he was born in the Month N/aa, 
which anfwers to our Apri; and this, he fays, agrees with the 
moft ancient Tradition of the Chriftians mention’d by Clemens 
Alexandrinus, Strom. 1. 1. 


What 
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What has beer faid may fuffice to fhow what is our Author's 
Opinion concerning the Year and Month of our Saviour’s Nati- 
vity ,who was born in the Month of April, in the Julian Year 41, 
and the 749 Year from the Building of Rome, and by whatArgu- 
ments this Opinion is fupported. The following Chapters,concer- 
ning the Agreement between the Evangelical Hiftory and the Fiftory of 
Herod the Great as to ebe Year and Month of our Saviour’s Birth ; 
Concerning the Year of Herod's Nativity, the Epocha of his Death, and 
the twofold Beginning of hisReign,that contain a great deal of Criti- 
cal and Chronological Learning (which our Author employs in 
confirming the Truth, and refuting the Errors of feveral Great 
Men) cannot be conveniently abftracted, but may be perufed 
oe ee Curious Reader with great fatisfation in the Treatife 
it felf.

T HE following Traéts, as the Tranflator tells us, is a 
_ Collection of the moft ufeful and remarkable things con- 
tain’d in {ome of the Pofthumous Pieces, which have been lately 
publifh’d under the Name of Ava, as Perroniana, &c. which are 
the Mifcellaneous Remains of fome of the Greateft Men of the 
Laft Age, and confift of fuch Judicious Thoughts, Fine Paflages 
of Hiftory, Curious Remarks, Witty Sayings, and Pleafant 
Tales, as are both inftructive and diverting. 


In the Perrcntama there are many Judicious and Ufeful Re- 
marks, of which I fhall only mention a few. And, ift, I can- 
not but admire that the Cardinal fhould fo much commend the 
Spaniards for Courage and Condué above his own Country- 
men the French; For he tells us, That the Spaniards have a 
<oo] Courage, goon ftep by ftep, ftill perfevering, but never 

flinch : 
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flinch ; whereas the French, as he fays, are like a Company of 
Fleas in the Sun, who dance and caper a thoufand times, and 
do wonders while they are inthe heat of Action; but itis 
fcarce ever known that their Vigour is lafting, or that they 
rally again after they are once putin diforder. He adds, That 
the Spaniards have a fenfe of Honour which the French have 
not, being for the moft part Shop-keepers raifed by beat of 
Drum, who have neither Difcipline, Honour, nor Courage. 
But, 2dly , ‘Tis yet more wonderful, that he fhould give fo 
bad a Charaéter, not only of the French in general, but even 
of the Princes and the King himfelf, of whom he fays, That 
they make no great Confcience of kecping their Promife, when ’tis a- 
bout matter of Money: And which is yet worfe, he accufes the 
French King of Perfidioufnefs, of which he gives feveral In- 
ftances: 1ft, When he joyn’d with the Proteftants of Germans 
againft the Emperor, which firft brought the Proteftants into 
France. 2dly, When he dealt perfidioufly with the poor King 
of Arragon, who offer’d him I know not how many 1000 Crowns 
of Tribute ; and yet he made an Alliance with the K. of Spas, 
that he mightruin him, and fhare his Dominions between the 
K. of Spaim and himfelf ; of which the King of Spain was very 
glad, for after he had ferv’d his Ends of us, he quickly drove us 
away. 3dly, Another Inftance of the French King’s Perfidiouf- 
nefs, which will ever be accounted fhameful, was his making an 
Alliance with the Turk againft the King of Spain: After all 
which Inftances, the Cardinal adds, That the French have never 
ipared any thing, no not Religion itfelf, to obtain their in- 
tended Revenge. 

I fall only add,that the Cardinal freely owns,that horridvDo- 
rine and Praétice of the Church of Rome, That Hereticks ought 
to be put to Death, and that Princes may be Depofed upon the 
Account of Religion ; And this may ferve as a Specimen of the 
Perroniana. 


The Second Piece out of which this Trac is collected is the 
Remains of Thuanus, who wasia Noble and Impartial Hiftorian : 
And the Excellency of his Remains is, that they contain feveral 
remarkable Pieces of Hiftory, which are nowhere elfe to be 
found : I fhall only obferve a few things out of them, as, 1ff, 
That he plainly intimates his abhorrence of the rigorous Pro- 
ceedings of the Inquifition under Pope Sixtus the Fifth, for “i 

tells 
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tells us, how fuddenly Inquifitors clap up People in Prifon, and 
how quickly they Execute them. 2dly, He freely owns the 
Vices that reign in the Monafteries of Friars-Mendicants , for 
which Pope Pius the Fifth, who had been one of them, had a 
mind to forbid them to admit any new Novices; but he durft 
not do it, becaufe he was told, it would deftroy all the Mona- 
fteries. 3dly, He juftifies the Venetians in their Quarrel with 
the Jefuites, becaufe they took upon them to difpofe of vacant 
Places in their Commonwealth, without confulting the Chief 
Magiftrates. 4ly, He tells a pleafant Story of Pope Sixtws the 
Fifth, when he firft arrived at Rome; who was then fo pocr 
that hé could not tell how to decide the Controverfy between 
his Belly which wanted Meat, and his Feet which wanted Shoes ; 
and how he was relieved by a Merchant, who hiappen’d to fee 
him in this mean Condition. But after this he tells a horrible 
Story of him, how he gave himfelf to the Devil, provided he 
might be Pope for 6 Years only ; which Hiftory, he fays, was 
found in many intercepted Pacquets of the Spaniards, after the 
Death of this Pope. And that which renders the Story the 
more probable is, that he was extremely covetous ; for, as our 
Author adds, he made Money of every thing, and fold all Of- 
fices which happen’d to fall vacantin his Time. And this may 
ferve for a Tafte of the Thuana. 

The Third Piece out of which this Tra& is collected, is the 
Remains of Monf. St. Evremont, which contain good Leflons of 
Morality and Rules of prudent Behaviour in the World. He 
fhows you, how you fhould grow wife by your own Reflexions, 
and by the Experience of the Follies and Vices of other Men: 
He teaches you, how to behave your felf decently and prudently 
in the Converfation of your Inferiors, Equals, and Superiors,and 
particularly how to avoid whatis ungrateful to your Superiors, 
which is the moft difficult part of Converfation. He defcribes 
Seneca as a Vifionary, for denying his Wifeman to be capable of 
Paffion ; and as a Philofopher, who gives good Rules of Mora- 
lity, fome of which he fets down and commends. But what he 
chiefly recommends, is the Knowledge of Ourfelves, which he 
calls Solid Study, and the Knowledge of the World, which he 
fays is moft neceflary both for our Behaviour, and our Fortune. 
And to this purpofe he teaches young Menhow to learn anab- 
horrence of Vice,from the Examples of others,who render them- 
felyes odious and ridiculous by the Praétice of it ; and he does 
Bbbb very

‘neenioully defcribe the feveral Humours of Men and Wo- 
psi iad Vices and Defects, their Difguifes oud De- 
ceitful Tricks; which Defcriptions area very lively Picture of 
Human Nature in its prefent degenerate ‘State: And then he 
fhows you, how to manage thefe feveral Humours of Men, fo 
that, as he fays, A W ife Man #8 like a Mafter, who knows all the 
Springs of an Engine y_ and makes them play as be pleafes y either for 
his Pleafure or Advantage. He fays, ‘ That our firft Motion fhou’d 
© be to diftruft the World in general, and even to havea bad 
Opinion of it. The World, fuch as it fhould be, is full of 
Virtue, but as we fee it, ’tis full of Wickednefs and Malice ; 
¢ and this latter World, is that we fhould endeavour to know 
‘well, becaufe we live in it, and it concerns us very much to 
* avoid its Deceits.” 


This fhort Account may ferve as a Tafte to provoke the 
Reader's Appetite, to confult the Author, who handles thefe 
Matters at large, and treats of divers other curious and entic- 
ing Subje&ts with a great deal of Wit and Judgment ; and the 
Tranflator aflures us, That we fhall find his Difcourfes very in- 
ftructive and diverting. I fhall only add what he fays of Re- 
ligion, becaufe he has been thought no great Friend to it, and 
yet he plainly tells us, ‘ That the Oppofition which is made to 
© Religion is always the Conféquence of Debauchery, and 
* that thofe who are guilty of it, are very zealous to.extinguifh 
¢ in themfelves and others, as much as poffibly they can, any 
¢ Notion of a Deity, whom they continually difhonour in their 
“ Lives : And’as their Lewdnefs increafes, fo their Efforts to 
* deftroy Chriftianity proportionably increafe. By. this any 
* one may judge, how much the Difcourfes of Impious Men are 
“to be valued. He adds, That in Religion there are two things 
* confiderable: The Firft is the Belief of its Myfteries ; the Second 
‘ is the Pra@tice of Morality. The. greateft part of Mankind 
* would believe the Myfteries, or. at leaft pretend to believe 
‘them, if that were fufficient to make them happy ; but to 
* refrain continually from their Lufts, to offer violence. to their 
‘ fenfual Appetites, to refift their Pride, to. facrifice their Paf- 
* fions, fuch a Religion is to them intolerable, and therefor 
“they endeavour by all Means to root out the Belief of it in 
“themfelves, that they may with,a quiet Mind indulge their 


“Lufts. This is the Way by which Men endeavour to extirpate 
* Chriftianity.’ | To 
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To the Extraéts, out of thefe 3 Pieces abovemention'd, the 
Tranflator has added fome few Stories out of Arliquiniana, which 
are very comical and diverting, without offending any One's 


Modefty. 


In fine, this {mall Tra&, fays the Publifher, contains fo ma- 
ny fhort Difcourfes and Remarks of thefe three Famous Authors 
abovemention'd, upon fuch a great variety of Subjects, and is 
fuch a Mifcellany of Things ferious and comical, that there is 
good ground to hope it will be acceptable to all forts of Rea- 


ders.

'OME Accounts of the Preface to this Book, written by 

the Learned Dr. Hicks, was given in our Journal for the 

Month of Fuly laft, which I fhall now continue, beginning where 
the former Account left off. 


The Author of The Rights of the Chriftian Church alferted, is 
very frank in allowing the Magiftrate a Power to Deprive the 
Clergy, and with great pleafure infults them again and again, 
with the Depriving Acts fince the Reign of Henry VIII. tho’ the 
Power of Depriving with which he invefts the Magiftrate, be 
a flat Contradi@tion to his own Scheme of Government, and 
his Notion of Deprivation, which he fays, is nothing elfe but 
an Agreement in any Church or Congregation to hear their Minifter 
no longer, or to own bim any more for their Miniffer. And hence 
our Learned Author anfwers, ad hominem. Firft, That accord- 
| Bbbb2 ing 
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ing to his Pofitions, the Kings or Queens can have no hand in 
Depriving Minifters but thofe of the Churches to which they 
belong, becaufe a Member of one Church cannot vote to De- 
prive the Minifter of another. And, fecondly, That they have 
no more Power in Depriving their own Minifters, than any o- 
ther Fellow-Members has ; the Ecclefiaftical Power in all the 
Inftances of it, being, as he fays, by Natural Right in the whole 
Body. 

The Author of the Rights, dc. inveighs in many places a. 
gainft thofe of the Clergy, who believing the Church to be a 
Society diftin& from the State, and independent of it, think 
that theMagiftrate hath not Power of Depriving;and yet he him- 
felf hath taken this Power from him, and denies him the Right 
to iflue out Writs , de Excommunicato capiendo. Whereupon he 
commends the Presbyterian Minifters of Scotland, for not fuf- 
fering the Magiftrate to back their Excommunication with Tem- 
poral Force. To which our Author replies, That the Magi- 
ftrate in Scotland has highly compenfated the Kir& for the want 
of that Affiftance, by an A& for taking away Patronage, by a- 
nother againft Toleration, and by another of Additional Se- 
curity for the Kirk, by which if a Man fhould write in Scotland 
againft the Kirk, as he has done againft the Church in Eng/an.., 
he would foon be put ina condition of never Writing or Speak- 
ing, more. | 

The Author of the Rights, &c. endeavours to prove in feve- 
ral places, that no one more than another can be reckon’d< 
Prieft from Scripture, because, fays he, the only Sacrifices of our 
Religion ave Prayers, Praifes and Thank{givings, which every one of 
the Congregation offers up for bimfelf: Which, fays our Author, is 2 
Reafon levell’d againft all Priefthood, the Jewifh as well as the 
Chriftian, and the Priefthood of our Lord and Saviour Fe/us, 
to which thefe Men are as much Enemies, as to the Priefthood 
ofhis Minifters: And by this way of reafoning, there can be 
no fuch Office as a Maffer of Requefts to an Earthly Sovereign, 
becaufe Men who prefent their Petitions by his Hands, offer’em 
alfo tothe King themfelves. And whereas he fays, That every 
one, as well asa Minifter, may apply the Bread and We to the 
fame Holy and Spiritual Ufe ; fo, fays our Author, every one may 
fet or apply the King’s Broad or Privy-Seal : But) is every Man 
cemmifiond todo it, or can every Man do it with Effet, or 
without Treafon ? The Queftion is not what every Man can 
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naturally, but what he can Jawfuly do in fuch Cafes. But the 
Power of Miniftring in Churches of his erecting, is entirely 
founded on the Natural Right, which every Congregation has to 
choofe its own Minifters, Men or Women, it matters not ; 
which Natural Right, fays he, the Primitive Chriftians made 
ufe of in forming of Churches: But our Author-fhows, That 
they never mention’d this Natural Right, when they were 
queftion’d for what they did, but only the Right and Autho- 
rity which they received from God, as St. Pzu/ did in the Salu- 
tions of all his Epiftles, and Peter and Fon, when they faid to 
the Magiftrates, We ought toobey God rather than Men. And then 
he tells him, That this Natural Right, which he fuppofes Men 
brought with them from a State of Nature, into a Civil State 
of Government, and his whole Book, which is founded on this 
Scheme, muft fink with it, till he can defend it againft the Re- 
"of who has often challengd him to anfwer what he lias 
aid. 

The Author of the Rights, Svc. ridicules Priefts, for faying 
they are God’s Ambafladors to the People, becaufe they can't 
work Miracles, to prove their Miffion. In Anfwer to this our 
Author fhows, That our Miffion or Doétrine is not the lefs 
credible for want of Miracles; 1{t, Becaufe we are as certain 
as wecan be of any Matter of Fa&, which we donot fee, that 
the Truth of Both was fealed by many Miracles for fuccceeding 
Ages: adly, Becaufe our Lord foretold, that we were to be- 
lieve upon the Teftimony of Miracles not feen, when he faid to 
Thomas, who doubted of His Refurrection, Thomas, becaufe thon 
hat feen me, thou haft believed ; Bleffed are they who have not feen, 
and yet have believed. 3dly, Owr Author fhows, That Chrift 
commanded the Jews to hear the Scribes and Pharifees who fate 
in Mofes’s Chair , and to carry their Offerings to the Priefts, 
tho’ they were then under the Second Temple, as deftitute of 
Miracles, as any Chriftian Priefts are. In fine, Our Author 
fays, ‘ That as long asthere are new Generations of Men fuc- 
* ceeding one another, fo long it will be needful to have the 
‘ fame Orderjof Men, who taught the Gofpel from the Begin- 
‘ ning, to keep up the Knowledge of it in all Countries where 
‘it is known, and to difcover it to Countries where it never 
* was known, that all the Kingdoms of the Earth may become 
© the Kingdoms of our Lord, and of his Chriff, 
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After this our Author deteéts his falfe and fraudulent Cita: 
tions, by feveral Examples, which may be {een at large in the 
Author himfelf: And then fhows, That tho’ in his Book he hath 
made Kings no better than the Servants of the People, yet in. 
confiftently with himfelf, and his Noble Scheme of Govern- 
ment, he magnifies their Supremacy in Spirituals, and would 
make them Cra Popes to the Church,who have Power to exempt 
Her Subjeéts from their Spiritual Obedience and Subjeétion to 
Her,to infli& all HerSpiricual Cenfures,and execute all her Spiri- 
tual Offices. This Papal-likePower, to devour and fwaliow upthe 
Power of the Church, he gives to our Monarchs over the Ch . 
of England,which he will not allow them over any other Church 
of his own making, in which the Peafant is equal to the Prince 
in Authority. But whilft he is thus prodigal of giving our 
Princes as great Power over the Church as the Popes claim, at 


the fame time he really fubverts all the Power of the Prince, by 


making him a Servant and Truftee of the People ; an Error 
which is contrary to our Laws, and has always been fatal to 


‘Kingdoms and Commonwealths, that hath made more Civil 


Wars, and fheda thoufand times more Blood, than all the Ty- 
rants in the Records of Hiftory ; an Error which is founded on 
nothing but an imaginary State of Nature, which never was, 
nor ever could be 5 in a word, an Error which gives infinite 
Pretence to ambitious and crafty Demagogues, in all Countries, 
to lead the People into Rebellion to their own Deftruction. 


And fo much may fuffice for giving an Account of this Pre- 
face: I fhall now proceed to make fome Abftraéts out of the 
Two Tracts, fubjoyn’d to it, written by the fame Learned Au- 
thor, whereof the Firft is intitled, Zhe Chriftian Prisfthood af- 
ferted. 


In this Tra& our Author having formerly proved from Scrip- 
ture, That the Chriftian Church by its Conftitution, isa Roy- 


al Priefthood or Sacerdotal Kingdom, anfwers an Objection 


made againft this Aflertion, That the Minifters of the Chriftian 
Church are not Priefts, becaufe they are not fo call’d in the 
New Teftament ; which Objection is to be found in fome late 
Writers of the Church of England. But in Anfwer to it, our 
Author fhows, Firft, That tho’ the Names of Prieft and Prieft- 
hood, as applied to Bifhops and their Office, are not 
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found in the New Teftament, yet the things fignified by them 
are there, and properly belong to the Minifters Ordain’d by 
Chrift under the Difpenfation of the Gofpel, which is the End 
and Subftance of the Mofaick Law. To evince this our Au. 
thor begins with the Defcription of a High Prieft in Hebd. 5. 
x. Every High Prict taken from among Men, is ordain’d for Men in 
Things pertaining to God, that be may offer both Gifts and Sacrifices 
for Sins, From whence he obferves, That every High Prieft on 
Earth ftands in the Prefence of God, to perform Divine Offices 
for the People, to reconcile them to God, and God to them, 
or toobtain Graces and Favours to Them from Him; fo that 
the proper Nocion of a Prieft in other Words, is to be an 
Advocate, Mediator, Interceffor for Men with God : And this 
general Noticn of a Prieft he fhews tobelong properly to Chri 
{tian Bifhops and Priefts ; For they are taken or /eparated from 
Men, as Aaron and his Sons were, to Minifter to the. Lord in 
the Prieftly Office ; they are ordain’d for Men-in Things per- 
taining to God ; they ftand in the Prefence of God to perform 
Divine Offices and minifter in His Holy Worfhip, to the Benefit 
of the People, and to make Reconciliation for their Sins ; they 
are God’s Vicegerents:to them, and Mediators who tranfaé& 
and minifter in Sacred Matters between them; they are the 
Peoples Orators to offer their Sacrifices and Prayers to God, 
and on the other fide they are deputed by Him, to be the In- 
terpreters of His Laws to Them: From all which our Author 
concludes, that Bifhops and Presbyters are properly Priefts, 
and like Aaron and his Sons, properly Ordain’d in Things per- 
taining to God, 


Secondly, Our Author fhows, That Sacrifices are not effential 
to the Priefthood: For in the Seventy Years of Captivity, 
when the Jews had neither Temple nor Altar, nor Sacrifice of 
any fort, yet their Priefts remain’d proper Priefts, and their 
Miniftration by folemn Prayers, and Supplications, were of the 
fame Sacerdotal and Atoning Nature, as when they offer’d 
their Sacrifices. So likewife, fays he, the Minifters of our Re- 
ligion would be proper Priefts, tho’ they had neither Altar nor 
Sacrifice to offer, as fome Writers do rafhly maintain. And 


therefore, 
Thirdly,

Thirdly, Our Author proves, that the Minifters of Chri 
are proper Altar-Minifters, becaufe they minifter at a proper 
Altar, which he fays is piainly imply’d in thefe Words of our 
Lord,, Mat. 5.23. If thou bringeft thy Gift tothe Altar, Oc. And 
then he fhows from another place, 1 Cor. 10. 20, 21. That 
they offer Sacrifice, and by confequence are proper Sacrificing 
Priefts. Thefe are the Words, But the things which the Gentiles 
facrifice, they facrifice to Devils, and not to Gody and I would not that 
ye (uastd bavye Fellowfhip with Devils. Ye cannot drink the Cup of the 
Lord, and the Cup of Devils. Ye cannot be Partakers of the Lord’: 
Table, and the Table of Devils. Which laft Phrafes are Meto. 
nymica! Expreffions, that properly fignify to drink of the 
Wine, offer’d tothe Lord, and the Wine offer’d to Devils, and 
ta be Partakers of the Sacrifices of the Lord’s Table, and of the 
Sacrifices of the Tables of Devils. Tothis Purpofeour Author 
ohferves, That the Bread and Wine in the Eucharift, in the 
Time of the Apoftles were called Gifts and Offerings, and the 
Miniiters of the Gofpel, Offerers, or Sacrificers. heir Miniftre- 
tion at the Lord’s Table being the moft fpecial and excellent 
Part of their Prieftly Function, in which Confecrating the O- 
blations of Bread and Wine, by folemn Prayer, or livocation 
of the Holy Ghoft uponthem, they make Atonement for their 
own Sins, and the Sins of the People. | 


Our Author farther proves, That the Holy Eucharift isa 
Sacrifice, from Rom. 15. 16, where alluding to the Miniftration 
of the Chriftian Sacrifice by the Invocation of the Holy Ghoft, 
the Apoftle calls himfelf the Minifter of Fefus Chriff to the Gentiles, 
miniftring theGofpel of God, that the Offering up of the Gentiles imight 
be acceptable, being fanttified by the Holy Ghoff. Which with the 
precedingVerfe our Author thus paraphrafeth ; * Neverthelels, 
‘ Brethren, I have written more boldly to you, becaufejof the 
‘Honour of the Apoftolical Office, which is given me of God, 
“that, according to the Prophecy of Maiah, 1 fhould be the Minifter 
“of Jefus Chrift to the Gentiles, miniftring the Gofpei of God 
‘asin my Priefly Office, that the Offering up, or Sacrifice of the 
“ converted Gemtiles-by me, as an Evangelical Prict, to God, might be 
‘ acceptable to bim, being not like the Legal Sacrifices of Beafts feafon'd 
“with Salt, but like the Evangelical Offering of the Holy Euchari/s, 


* fan@tified by the Holy Ghoft, Where, as the Apoftles Allufion 
tO 
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te the Chriftian Offering, which was fanttified by the Invoca- 
tion of the Holy Ghoft, oblig’d him to call his improper Offer- 
ing up of the Converted Gentiles, a Sacrifice , and himfelf a 
Prieft of the Gofpel (.as the Greek words properly fignify) So it 
proves the Holy Eucharift, to which that Alluffon was made to 
be a proper Sacrifice, and the Minifters who offer it, to be 
proper Sacrificing Priefts. This Truth our Author confirins 
‘from the Teftimony of ‘Fu/tss Martyr, -Eufebins, and other an- 
cient Writers: And then he anfwers an Objeétion taken from 
Dr. Cudworth’s Notion of the Eucharift, who fays, that the Lord’s 
Supper is only a Feaff upon the Sacrifice of Chrift ; and fhows, That 
this Notion is quite contrary to the Doétrine of the Ancients, 
and particularly of St. Clement, who always calls the Minifters 
ofthe Church, Offerers of Gifts and Sacrifices: And proves, That it 
' was never known that any Priefts or People ever feafted upon 
any Sacrifices, .which they did-not offer before; and therefore 
‘Dr. Cudworth granting the Lord's Supper to be a Feaft upon a 
Sacrifice muft neceflarily fuppofe, that the Myftical Body and 
Blood of Chrift, of which we are Partakers at the Lord’s Ta- 
ble, were firft folemnly offer’d up, 


Our Author’s lafe Argument to prove Bifhops and Presbyters, 
but more elpecially Bifhops, to be proper Priefts, is taken from 
their being Minifters of theArchetypal Melchifedeck,in His Prieft- 
ly Kingdom upon Earth; who was made Prieft by His Father, 
who fware to Him, Zhou art a Prieft for ever after the Order of Mel- 
chifedeck, As therefore they reprefent Him in His Prophetical 
Office, being appointed to inftru€t His People in the Myfteries 
of His Kingdom, to the End of the World, and in His Regal 
Office, as His Vicegerents, and proper Governours of the 
Church ; fo alfo they reprefent Him in His Prieftly Office, and 
are His Vicegerents in that, to offer Sacrifices for the People, 

And this may fuffice to affert the Chriftian Priefthood, which 
is the Defign of the Firft Tra& ; I proceed now to the Second 
which is intituled, Tbe Dignity of rhe Epsfeopal Order. 


In this Traé& our Author firft fhows the great Dignity of the 
Bifhops,who are call’d in Scripture, 1t7beff 5. 12.Rulers orGover- 
nours in the Lord, and by the Primitive Fathers Spiritual Pre- 
fects or Prefidents of the Flock of Chrift , and by St. Ignatsus, 
they are faid to ftand in God’s and Chrift's ftead, over their 
Ccce Flocks, 
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Flocks; and the Clergy as well as all the People are {aid to be. 
fubje to them as the Vicegerents of our Lord,who have pow- 
er to make Laws and Orders in their refpetive Diftrits, they 
prefiding in all Meetings of the Clergy, as Chrift did among 
the Apoftles. 


_ Secondly he fhows, That as they have power to make Laws 
and Orders for the Regulation of the Church and all Orders of 
Men init ; So had they power to compel their Subjects, of the 
Clergy and Laity, to obey them by Spiritual Cenfures and Pu- 
nifhments ; particularly by Excommunication, which in the 
pureft Times was ever accounted more dreadful than Death. 
This power of Spiritual Coercion was promifed by Chrift to 
the Apoftles, in thefe words, Whatfoever ye {hall bind on Earth, 
fhall be bound in Heaven, and whatever ye fhall loofe on Earth, {hall 
be lvofed in Heaven. And this Power we find exercifed by the 
Apoftles in various Punifhments, as by St. Peter, on Simon Mas 
gus, and by St. Paw! , on the Inceftuous Corinthian, whom he 
order’d to be cut offfrom the Communion of the Church, and 
thereby deliver’d up tothe Power of the Devil. Now the fame 
Power which the Apoftleshad, was conferr’d upon their Suc- 
ceflors the Bifhops, who exercifed the fame coercive Authori- 
ty in infli€ting Spiritual Cenfures upon their Difobedient Sub- 
jes: Of which we have many Initances in Ecclefiaftical Hi- 
ftory, too long to be here repeated. And this Authority. of 
the Bifhops our Author confirms from the Apofolical Conftitu- 
tions, the Primitive Fathers, and Ancient Writers. To this 
Purpofe he gives a particular Account how St. mbrofe treated 
the Emperor Theodofiws the Great by his Spiritual Authority, 
for delivering up the People of The/falonica, without diftin&ion, 
to the Slaughter of the Souldiers. _ Firft, He wrote him an 
Excellent Letter, exhorting him to Repentance for this Maf- 
facre, and plainly tells him, if he did not repent, he could not 
adminifter the Holy Eucharift to him, if he were prefent: But 
the Emperor prefumed to come toChurch before he had done 
Penitence ; the Bifhop met him at the Porch, and forbad him 
to go into the Church, whofe Command he obey‘d :' Andafter- 
wards the Bifhop enjoyn’d. him, as a Penance, to make a Law, 
That the Execution of the Imperial Sentences fhould be deferr'd for 30 
Days 5 in which time the Anger of tke Emperor being moderated, be 
might confider whether his Orders were Fuft, or Unjuft, The Em- 
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peror liking the Propofal, prefently ena@ed it intoa Law, and 
fign'd it with his Hand. Whereupon Asbrofe abfolv'd his Ma- 
jefty from his Bands ; and he went into the Church, and pro- 
{trating his Body upon the Earth he {poke the Words of Da- 
vid, My Soul cleaveth to the Duft, but quicken thou me according to 
thy Word. Then tearing his Hair, and beating his Forehead, 
and Weeping very much, he begg’d Abfolution. The Time 
coming when the Offering was to be made upon the Holy Ta- 
ble, he went up Weeping to the Altar; and when he had 
offer'd, he ftay’d within the Rails as he was wont to do at 
Conftantinople ; but being admonifh'd by St. Ambrofe that this 
Place was only for Priefts, the Emperor with meeknets obey’d 
the Admonition, and went-without the Rails. 

By this Story it appears, that the Great Theodofius look’d upe 
on himfelf as one of the Laity; and confequently as a Subje& 
of the Church, as much as any other Man; which Diftinétion 
between the Clergy and the Laity, our Author proves to be 
as old as the Firft Age of Chriftianity, from the Epiftle of St. 
Clement to the Corinthians, and the Epiftles of St. Ignatius. And 
then he ftates the Difference between the Church and State, 
and the Bounds which Chrift hath fet between Them, and that 
Bifhops are in That, what Kings and Emperors are in Tdis. 

After this he confiders the Act of Parliament, whereby Henry 
the Eighth ts declared the only Supreme Head upon Earth of 
the Church of England ; which he thinks, by the latter Words 
of it, is to be limited to fuch a Senfe as is confiftent with the 
Original Inherent Rights of the Church, that She derives 
from Chrift and His Apoftles ; and that it was chiefly intend- 
edto fecure the Right of the Church and State againft the ue 
furped JurifdiGtion of the Popes in this Kingdom. And to this 
Purpofe he argues, that this AG, and all others relating to the 
King’s Ecclefiaftical Supremacy, are to be interpreted in a 
Senfe confiftent with thofe other Acts of Parliament which 
confirm the Book of Common Prayer, and Adminiftration of the 
Sacraments, and other Rigths and Ceremonies of the Church of Eng- 
land, and the Form and Manner of Making, Ordaining, and Cons 
feerating of Bifhops, Prietsy and Deacons. : For, fays he, in thofe 
Offices the Sacerdotal Power. as diftin& from the Civil, and 
deriv'd from Chrift, is clearly exprefs'd and aflerted. . We Bap- 
tize and Admit into the Body of Chrift’s Church, as our, Lord 
authorizd us to do, not in the Name of the King, but /» the

Name of the Father, and of the Son, and- of the Holy Ghoft. And 
by the Authority of our Lord committed to us, we have 
power to Abfolve Penitent Sinners. ; and fo we do Abfiive them 
from all their Sins, In the Name of the Father, ce. Yam fure, fays 
fe, no King or Senate upon Earth cantakefupon them. with- 
out Sacrilege to fay, Take thom Authority to execute the Office of 
a Deacon in the Church of God, committed to thee, In the Name 
of the Father, &c. Or, receive the HolyGboft_ for the Office and 
Work of a Prief (or of a Bifhop) in the Church of God, now com- 
mitted to thee by the lmpofition of our Hands, In the Name of the Fa. 
‘ther, &c. From which Offices it appears, That all Ads of 
Parliament relating to the King’s Ecclefiaftical Supremacy ought 
to be interpreted in a Senfe which preferves the Diftinétion and 
Difference of the Sacerdotal from the Civil Power,and the Spi- 
ritual Rights and Powers which belong to the Priefthood of the 

Chriftian Churct 

After this our Author anfwers an Objedtion, againft calling 
the Bifhops Lords, taken from AMdatth. 20. 25, 26. But. that 
Text, and the whole Context fhows only the Differences that 
were to be between Spiritual and Temporal Princes: But it 
fuall not be (0 among you, viz, aS among the Princes of the Gen- 
tiles, but whoever will be Great among you, let bim be your Minifter ; 
and whoever will be Chief among you, let bivs. be your Servant ; i.e, 
after my Example; tho’ I am a King, and even King of Kings, 
and Lord of Lords, yet I came not to be miniftred unto, but to 
minifter , and to give my Life a Ranfom for many. Where- 
fore, as this place fuppofes Chrift to be a King, tho’ not of fuch 
a Nature as Temporal Kings are ; fo it fuppofes the Apoftles 
to be Princes under Him, tho’ Princes of another kind, than 
Earthly Princes are. The very Name of an Apofle is a Name of 
Honour and Princely Truft ; for what can be more Great and 
Honourable upon Earth, than to be Legate and Vicegerent of 
our Lord in Heaven, who fits at God’s Right Hand, who hath 
a Name given Him above every Name, that at the Name of 
Jefus every Knee fhould bow ? As His Father fent Him, {0 fent 
He them, and’by Vertue of Their Miffion, They Aéed and 
Tranfaéted with Men in His Name. And as Apoftle, fo is Bi- 
frop, a Name of no lefs Honour and Dignity, for Chrift, under 
God, is the Shepherd and Bifhop of our Souls; and as He de- 
puted that Truft to the Apoftles, fo He committed it to their 
Succeflors the Bifhops. He is our High Prieft in Heaven, and 
they 
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they our High Priefts upon Earth: Nay, they reprefent Hii 
poth as King and Prieft , in both thefe Capacities they prefide 
over us, ad in the Former they are no lefs than His Viceroys 


in the feveral Principalities of his Kingdom. That this Title: 


of Lord and Defpot was given to the Bifhops, upon the Account 
of the great Dignity and Power: to-which they were advanced, 
he proves from the Apoftolica! Conftitutions, and from the Infcrip- 
tions of feveral Letters, written to the Bifhops by the ancient 
Chriitians. 

It is objected againft this ereat Power, which our Author at- 
tributes to Bifhops, That it is very like that of the Presby.- 
terians Church Power, and Independency, by which they have 
endeavourd to enflave the State to the Church. To 
which he anfwers, That the Presbyterians have abufed this 
Do@rine, and invaded the Rights of Secular Powers, which is 
to be condemn’d in them, as wellasin the Pope. But accord- 
ing toour Author’s DoGrine, the Church hath:no Sword but 
the Spiritual one of Excommunication ; nor any Arms to de- 


fend it felf againft the Oppreffion of the State, but Spiritual. 


Cenfures, Prayers and Tears and the Church is to be fubject 
to the State in all Temporal Matters, and the State to the 
Church in Things purely Spiritual. His’ Doétrine therefore 
condemns the Church’s going, beyond its Bounds, and invading 
the Rights of Princes in erdine ad Spiritualia, as much as the 
State's trangreffing its Bounds, and violating the Rights of the 
Church in ordine ad Temporalia ; and fo it gives no Handle to 
Rebellion againft the Civil Magiftrate, as the Presbyterians and 
Papifts do, by claiming to themfelves a Share of the Temporal 
Power over Princes, as oft as they think the Rights of Chrift’s 


Kingdom. are invaded..
